vation, nr through the medium of the natives, whose language 
they generally understand. On the other hand, the Honourable 
Company's fthipi nf war are always cruising in the Arabian and 
iVnsHin f inils, and in the Indian Occun ■ anil ihe naval gentlemen 
lit u^uiiinl iA them have already rendered important sort let's to 
geography by their siureyi and chart*, and are capable of occum- 
jdmhjng much more in that way. Tbe Bombay fjecjgtuphical 
Stitiely bis already applied tij the local government for permis¬ 
sion t it inspect the puhbc return* nf the murine department; but 
as this cannot be acceded to wiftioui a rekreiut in die Court of 
Directors, the Society will nut enjoy the privilege in question until 
nn answer is received from the Utter authority, w hich will doubtless 
lie a favourable pw, as the Honourable Companv have always 
shown themselves strongly disposed to entourage tbc scientific 
pursuits of their servant* in India. 

Possessing these advantages, actual and prospective, the Bom¬ 
bay G cogTapbical Society is axuumi in form a junction w ith t bat 
of Lottdftn, and to be considered m branch of the latter; nut only 
that it may in iki* way insure its awn stability, bui that it may 
acquire additional usefulness and efficiency from the patnaiiigp

first remark, that it is a comnma opinion that geography. Eakeii iti 
its strict sense, Liicltitles merely a.knowledge of the figure of the 
earth, and of its difTerent division#, and of the latitudes mid lon¬ 
gitudes of e lie various place# comprehended in these* with a de- 
srnptiiin of leas, harbours, coast?, and rluuiii of meuuInins. This 
erroneous impression IfoiU munv persons lo mocervelbnt the study 
in question is a dry and unattractive n tie t * ben in reality the otifeet* 
whicb it embraces exceed in fittHlher. variety, and tie lighlf nines#* 
tho*r which fall within the limit* of it CIV Other tt-innre whatever ; 
nor in an individual excluded friun pursuing it with pleasure and 
■UCTeSS. hrraiur he may Ijc Uliable to use a sextant, or to take H 
Itnrey uf an island nr hay, nr discover the position of any particular 
parts of 1 la(*■ earth'# surface ; qualifications of this kind being requi¬ 
site m the cultivation of only one dr pun mrot of geography, in¬ 
stead af mnititutiiig ihe specie# of knowledge which form* the 
w hole of the airlift. 

GeoEmpliy. in it# proper and rnosf Extended sisnifitalion, run- 
list# of three grand divisions. vt£. tier mnlhemaflcoL the phimiml* 
iihI the political.

in umr immediate neighbourhood. and which we have such favour¬ 
able opportunities of visiting anil inspecting; nor shall we do 
mure than allude to the individuals within whose province jhe 
object in question will immediately be The shores ami islands ol 
the Red Sea and Persian Gulf, and die archipelagoes which 
extend along the Malabar roast, are col yet accurately laid down 
in our charts; n-rtel n large proportion of the islets emnpfrting the 
latter remain unvisilcd and unknown, while the anKgflcd Imarings 
*f the masts of Aiabin Fclk likewise require verification by the 
nautical geographer. We look with confide nee to the ofilte rs 
of die Indian navy for die gradual accomplish mom nf these ob¬ 
jects, and their contributions ^ this department of the science 
will, we have every reasio tn expect, form some of the richest and 
most v cl] Liable of those matemli which the Bombay fieojjra- 
phiinJ Society anticipates receiving from in members mud sup¬ 
porter*. We may also hope for some assistance of a aitndar kind 
from another quarter. The curmiianders nf many of the trading 
ships that enter Bcunbay liarlvonr might often round urn cam 
useful information by allowing their lug-book* to he inspected by 
some qualified person*, with ihoview nf comparing their nautical 
remarks upon questionable points with those that had previously 
been recorded by other individual*. The Society will likewise 
derive considerable assistance from the observations of persons 
visiting the interior of India, who may possess sufficient astro- 
nnmicnl knowledge to enable them u* determine the latitude* or 
hingitudrs of mtnv of the places, [hat HXor in their route. It is 
universally admitted that creu the largest maps of l lioduslan are 
extremely defective, and that most of the places of minor import¬ 
ance are inaccurately laid down. lienee, any traveller who 
would merely take ihe general and relative hearings of die low ns 
ami villages, and measure the distances between them, would du 
an tin pm am somce bn geography T and mjdrrinUy increase our 
local knowledge of the interior districts of India. It is mure cosy 
to contribute vitnctlm^j to ihe mathematical department of the 
science than tnusi people are willing to suppose; and a simple and 
accurate itinerary will in many instances prove mure valuable add 
satisfactory to the geographer than a learned and then ret ical dis¬ 
sertation, * * 

We wnO now Gorily explain the objects that mote partirulutlv 
Call within the rsn^e <#the second, or physical, division of geogra¬ 
phical snenre. These are, the history nf the pnaluciiojii of ihe 
earth, whether living or inanimate, in so far as respects the extent

thefr qwahnra and external cbnirlclr; the migration of quadru^ 
ped* from one region lii n.?iati;rr . (lie bstnry of the iniJoduclLiut] 
of lllc gntum iUiJ rcfcaliji into Ci»imLrifi in which they are not 
indigenous; the. viiriiiLis physical [Hieulanriurs ut the human race, 
tm 1 | as muiplcsJon, coiifnrmrttiuo of features and bodily con- 
stiiutionB, with the causes of these; and* in short. ad kinds of 
researches and observations that are calculated in make ns 
acquainted with the Leal distribution of the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms, and to determine with precision within what particular 
geographical limits their various genera are ConfuwrtL The 
cmmldcs lying around ui afford ah uni lam scope fur new ohsrr- 
vaiiuna up so our own sprites, many of the singular tribes who 
111 hill nl I ndia and He isdauds Ije ing ai yet nearly nil known, or at 
least very imperfectly doacrihiaL The itciniude communities that 
wander in the jungles «f the Mysore, the natives of the Andaman 
Ifilra r the Battas, a cannibal horde in the Interior of Sumatra, 
the Papuan of the Eastern Archipelago, and various other 
nations, demand the early attention of the physical geographer; as 
thev will in all jimlialuluy iunrU'r or later be tfitirpated, or at 
least will gradually lose their identity by iittnrmistnrfl with other 
races of people* The migrotkins and irruptions of rlifferem 
natkiDi likewise come under this deparimcut uf our science, as 
well as researches into the period si which any race of foreigners 
arrived in any particular country. We urn* inquire, for instance, 
how Long ago Li is since the Arabs first began to visit the eastern 
iilands, where [sloinkin hits, by their means, made *urh rapid 
progress, and is now ho estensively diffused. Most of iho great 
islands in the Eastern Archipelago.being inhabited by two distinct 
races of men.uaeof which occupies the coast and the other the inte¬ 
rior of t tie ti mutry. it will be interesting to those who enjoy due 
requisite oppaji unities to study the muses of this anomaly, and to 
examine the physical peculiarities of each tribe, in order to ascer¬ 
tain wb«M they have respectively ilciiveil thi*ir origin, and which 
of the two are dm aborigines of the «oiL

The f leogrnpineal Sooufey Luis LikwiH hi view lh<? fn filiation of 
a collection at pluhtsuphical instruments for the use of those of its 
members, and the mmimnri h gruomily,, who may choose to borrow 
them for the purpose of making observations. As few of the 
requisite inatrnmrnts ate procurable in India, tbe G^iwral Com¬ 
mittee of Management have resolved that 400 rupees oh the 
Society's funds shall immediately be employed in tin? purchase of 
mountain baronuiicrsa hygrometers, ^c., from Kime approved 
maker in Europe. 

It tnav be men turned in conclusion, that a letter has recently 
been despatched to the Secretary of the Royal ( ieographical So¬ 
ciety r acquainting him that a similar mfftitulioii has been formed 
in Burn ha v h and pmptvin^ that a junction should Lake place be¬ 
tween the two rusi'jrhuiiiiis. iu order that they may the more suc- 
rcKsfullv pursue their common objects. A favourable reply in 
that letter, and to the one w hich the Bombay Government have 
addressed to the Court of Directors La Reference ta the assistance to 
be granted to the Society, will probably arrive in eight «r nine

visited the sources of all the streams HI owing irnm Sahefld* I ascef- 
taincd that. with the exception of the Kamngoa, which run* ihrmigh 
H udkEnrndd into the Knal-Ouxftw nr:d the Caspian, the whole of 
them fall into the lake of Rhuniiiu The weather was invaria¬ 
bly dear and fine, as id enabled ns to take very romil bran nip 
of the principal points on the map Finding that none of the 
stream!? were available for the purpose required, I descended ibc 
mountains along the Knrangoo river into the district of Hushlv- 
mewl (ei^ht ravers], and halted al the fine village of Khalifa, from 
which In Bares-Kecd, ihe capital of the district, IS fifteen rndes, 
where t d cl n mined to hall for some day* for the purpose of %mt- 
ifiglhe milts railed Ctdla Zahak, so celebrated In Persian romance 
h the residence of a tyrant. who daily sacrificed two of bts subjects 
to ifae snakes by which he was tormented. Tins, however, only 
prove? that they were of greater RmirjuU} than the people of the 
country mult! mow nrmnrvi fur, Early an the following dav. I 
descended the small bruok of Stm-Knvtl, which, al ibn fourth 
mile, fads into the Kaniiigtus. here a considerable stream. We 
ford i d it with onme difficulty, ami ascended Lbc sleep rock on 
which stand* the founds - though part of its walls are built on the 
precipitous rucks, under which runs the lndbre-menUmcd river, 
it was two miles lie fore we could reach what b ad formerl y been 
the gate—everywhere surrounded by deep ratine*, I lint on ihe 
right funned by the Shcwir Chic, a small stream coming from the 
multi, and *o salt as to be unlit for tue_ On unleriiig the ruins, 
it wa» wry easy to perceive that tbisy luitl been bud I long before 
tbe Mahnmmedan era, a* wpll from the solidity of the construc¬ 
tion, as from the semicircular arches, anil the brtal absence of the 
Arabic architecture. In fan. nut a single inscription in thul lan¬ 
guage was to be spen p and it vim jilhil probably ruined before the 
com pleat ol this part uf the coiintrv. It appears to have formerly 
comisled of two fortresses; the one on the south, which is the 
rtrongest nnd highest, and the other on the north title, which 1 
imagine must have been a palace. One light and beautiful semi-

The ruins are alhout fminreii mijei in circumference, and their 
greaiftfil estcml id from east to wr&t Tbu city bus Iwnfl entirely 
cniufadiHl uf aktti'drietl or mud buildings, iwr is 1 \wtv uny that 
attract* attention. However, several villyiges have 1 k-cii built re¬ 
cently tin its site. and for many years people have been em ployed 
to work the earth fur saltpetre, which must have destroyed any

established. The river is here confined by high mountains, which 
sometimes obliged ns to quit its banks r bin ibe road wm gene¬ 
rally practicable fur troops, and one fur carriages might easily be 
mu lie. 

At the tenth mile we came lo a very strong defile, which bail 
funner !\ been defended by a fortress on ibe right hank- This

We descended the fertile banks of Ik Kamugoo, here called 
the Minna River, over which is a bridge uf fifteen arches in got*!

KixtkGmmm rnnuing through a broad valley, covered with bvtLsh- 
wood* and diviibng into many shallow GfrneWs- JVcwere struck 
with the number of waRT-snakes, Vbicb nre^saiil to be v-thouhiun 
ihuiigh J could rvot ftsreftaio that uhbroiien or cittlle, Thoug'b ^ 
cunstatuly employed in ihr rice-fields, h»vd ever suffered from 
thrm At the twelfth mile we pu^l a fine village rm the left 
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bank of Ifie river, called Mm nun. through which passes the great 
Ardibilt mad. The pass of the Koflnu Knu is here practicable 
for carriage*, anti would after no obstacle to the mnrrh of art 
army, Three miles below this the road runs along the brow of a 
sleep mountain, and forma a very strong defile with the river run¬ 
ning through it one hundred feel below where we stood* For two 
mi lei and a half the road is still very difficult and dangerous*; wo 
then descended into the bed of the river, and passed mund a high 
perpendicular n ick. T]ie food is then tolerably gta id lo Koabtbak, 
oinking a tnEn.3 rjf twenty-one miles and a half. On leaving the 
village the road ls (teep and difficult, forming a prt»s still stronger 
tlkim the ntiu we passed yesterday. We crossed tome rapid 
streams, which detrend from the Midan Daug. and, at I wo 
miles and a hail' farther, pajuwd the village Khalack, with w>enn 
fine gardens oil the hanks of ■ stream of the name mine. One 
mile and a half from this is a fine bridge of eiie arches over the 
Kid I Qtizan; and at die distance of a mile below, the muunluins 
recede, leaving a small space of table-land, which ends predpe- 
tfltely at the river on both sides* here very difficult of approach :

A l the eighteenth mite we entered Urn vnlley ol Bereudoh* in wkirfc 
smack a considerable town, beautifully situated <>ua river «1 the 
some niunPj which riM'S <hi the lofty mo ttnt ai nj of Auk Dau^ 
(White- Mountain) ‘ ii contoitm 1SOO inhabitants. ami the valley and 
sides of the hill form a perfect forest of fruit -trees and vine*—it 
depends on kliulkhab The inhabitant! nf lids town being prin¬ 
cipally Sunnies, had much reluctance to accompany us a* gtwde»j, 
being guiMiISv ill used by their l^heab countrymen. That difE- 
nullv iH-i ng ovorCOOi^j we continued our mule for frnir miles over 
(iifr lamp kind nf hills as yesterday ; wr then readied dip rtiiiitnl 
caravmnsera of Mionserni, situated where the volley* of Boren deb 
and the Sha E.hnI unite; the country was fac-nutifully wooded with 
l he lofty mountain! of Ghilan. close on our lefi hand. I his (Purl 
id the country abounded more in game than any other place L 
ever saw. Innumerable partridges, hares* and wild hogs, were 
cortitandy crossing the road, which, for four miles and a bait more, 
lies erer three radges of low' hills, covered with treeJ, mid well 
watered. The rand then Iks for fourteen miles through a beautiful 
valley to Durrani, in the district of Tahmu. pi fine village, near 
which Is situated the palace of the Prince of Xenjan P who usually 
pmiirs Mime purl of the winter heto. Jle lias li-eguu a bridge over 
ihe Kml Oiizaii, furdahle only when the rireria very low* and even 
ihm nipt without ennodmlde Vbflicidty ; the river dues not ran more 
than tw o miles an hour. Thk was the'fi re! place where vc . ilaerved 
the olive tree, a few of them Iwhiig cultivated in the gardeu of she 
prince < The high inountaitiB tjf Ghilaii bound the valley on the 
right, at tlw* distance of six tniles. throwing branches nearly lo the 
river. Thev are never perfectly free fniiu snow. so that tbinalky 
enjoys, in that short distuaee, the advantage of every degree of 
temperature, The mountains on the opposite side are a ran- 
tiiumiinn. qf the Kofi au Knu, but are much higher tJjau at M ans ; 
and from the great accession of frcidi water the river s* on lunger 
brackish; the mountains being covered w ith a siutitcd oak lorest* 
present a green and luxuriant pmspe-et- We were moat hi»ptah|y 
eulcrtajined bv the servants the prim e of /enjin, and the fi»- 
1 awing (lay continued our mute ilwwiflhe valley, which present ik 
features exactly similar lo tbojb a ]ready described. At the 
Twelfth Itlile Wf bulled, in breakffllt at Kttlfnt* another fine village, ^ 
surrounded by some of the huge*! trees I ever saw; the walnut*

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x. m. t iiiul cwUmifd U* blow until near mill night; ii was MiEkienily 
powerful to blow duwii our tents. until fastened more securely 
tWi usual. A thick generally covered the top of the innun-

of my search. On the following day 1 ascended the valley over n 
most excel Lent road, and forded the mcr with great difficulty at 
the seventh mile, to look at huue? ruins which proved to he of 
modem canutnifrliazL. ] passed, at the tw elfth mile, Ixuisbaii, and, 
at the twenty-eighth,, llemn/ini, where we learnt that the object of 
our search w as still distant thirty-five or forty miles; the road was 
giHwl throughout. and the valley rdhiut three mths hrosnL We 
continued tu jurr-ntl thr si ream uu the same sbio, and found some of 
the illhits had already taken up their winter tjunrtera in the valley*

A number of springs arc 
seen to throw up water, a* well in the lake as on the ground 
abandoned hv it, which oteibme to flow till the lake reaches its 
fsirmcv level, They show ed me some holes, and moimdx of clean 
trunk like that round almut spring*; but regarding this improbable 
story l have no observation to make. To me ibe cause of its de- 
create was evident. During the time 1 was in Persia cultivation 
hud much increased, and almost all the water which formerly ran 
into the lake was taken away for irrigation only in the spring* 
when the melting of the snows furnishes a vast supply, did any 
reach the lake. The water is so salt that no fish cun cslat in it z 
the experiments l made showed that k contained nearly twice as 
much salt as the sea ; it is so buoyant that yon can with difficulty 
Stand in three feet water, and a dually lloat on the surface. In 
shoals not agitated by the wind the water i'urms almoai n paste of 
selt. which dissolves when strongly agitated.

Liiid deserve* to lie ranked higher than ihe 
Arta. At ihi- entrance, Us eastern hank vEitth ajumt ime hurt- 
died «t|Ltarr feet «f frrro firmn* -*rupi.ud by a Greek guard; but 
tin? western Imiik is defined untly by rushes, aud for two miles up 
the river I canid only find two places 1 m effert a landing. The 
velocity of tbc stream was about two indei an hour. 2 rrnsv'd 
the Liit» at a ferry about seven rniiiw higher up, wlttdt U un the 
rond fmtn Prcvesa to A rta. where it is as brood, deep, and rapid as 
at the entrance. Twit or three miles nhoYr this it dii ides wto [ wo 
streams* one coming from the north ward, the other fmm a more 
easterly direction, and pasting the ruins of the nricu-nt C ha mil nun, 
where its width is only forty feet, and the velocity «f the vurreirt 
three miles nn hour. This tnruifh is now called Hippnliraw, 
though it evidently is ihe tiinirs brancb, (pul aimparing the audciit 
norne of the mir with tiu? furtrtiBfraliLWe nifuLuMOHi sUuadiog4IH its 
bonks, wa^i eertiiLrof always cwm£dened so It appeori lo lake its 
rise to the eastward of Mnvm Voundi mr Black Mountain,) a very 
remarkable three-peaked irmuiilaiii of aftout fifti^n hundred feet

gi> 4 jEi ui it. This is the highest of a ntnge running neatly E. and 
W. the whole length oF dir gu3f F *ban£ eight nr nine miles from 
its ih»Q t at the base cf which lie the rich and fertile plains uf 
Aria. 

Hetliming to the eoagtp we fiitrl from the Luro an irregular line 
of low frtuidv ihnrc; firs! tip the S.E„ then [hsUttIt to Sttl&hora, ln- 
d nsitig the large lake Clmklltta Salaharai! a rocky eltrvmkm at 
atupui two hundred feel, ramar kable lor its isolated position un these 
half-formed shore*, It is, a Turkish post, with a guard uf fifty 
AlbnUktiLi soldiers 5 there Are also some small pin cs of ttmfinn. 
but 1 cannot veature to say the place is fortiHed* as they appear 
there more by chance than design : the summit ui the hill, bun - 
ever, admits of being rendered a strong hold, A r us tom-house is 
established here,. £ls this is the line most preferred for the convey¬ 
ance of pmaitDgm and merchandise to Arhip whence it is distant 
oalv three hours and a half hv n g.mil mad From Provesa even 
it is more common to embark for Sain bom., than make the whole 
journey by Laud, 

A very narrow riband of three miles connects Sal a bora with 
another similar elevation lying to the ESE., where is a Greek 
post anil village coni a ining two lnuiilrnl sQitlii, of whom forty 
are soldiers ; the rest consist of Greek fishermen and their 
families- It i* I bn only place on the shores of the gulf, with 
the I'lreptinn ok Frevcsa nr Voftilm, where supplies ran be 
obtained The summit is crowned by a Venetian cmwem, nuw 
mnvertfld info a Greek ctnm-li. T observed several fragment* nf 
itiulpiiired marble* hut the inhabitants wore ignorant of the metres 
of their being there, and l l i>ii 1 iL imi discover an v ruins uh liiifher 
nnijij iiitv than the Venetians. I [errand at Sukhum a command itjg 
view is obtained uf the rvleninvc lakes lying at ibe foot of tlir*e 
eminences i they are very shallow and interspersed with numerous, 
swampy island? Vnvak, and llm small Islands lying to the south¬ 
ward (which are nil hepb ■. appear more properly to be exclusively 
meant by the name Koraku Xiasi ( or Crow Islands), and the fact 
of the sjnn where stands the village being included in the same 
appellation., would orgoe that il formerly did not even jiusscss the 
small claim which it now has to belong to the mam-land. and 1 
need only refer to the chart in show the probability of their all 
becoming united. They are inclosed in a ih 1 nd ptf one 10 two 
fathoms extending from the shore, and two of theirs are already 
connected by a hnnk, over-whidl she sen only ivoshej in strong hca- 
breezes. The ivlarirl nf ViiTn la" itself l< shuts farmed of four islets* 
cofmerted by strip* of und inclosing a Sake, and in die large 
ricmfcim where the village * sands two similar islets hav e been 
added, also Inclosing a lake. All these elevation! arc of soft iand 
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Rtnoej presenting difli of fifteen to thirty leet in height. in which 
are veins of drun^ posed jasper and those an the mainland of red 
itmH, differing in formalism from Srdnhnra, which is of limes lone 
and quarts. . *

to boats ; but no crossing this liar we find sixteen or seventeen 
ie+H, and rarely lesa limit ten in the channel, fur a distance of ni 
miles op the river. At the entrance, its width is about sixty yank, 
bm soon beonnes much more narrow ; the hank? arc a he match 
r-liffi aiu ! low. ns the torluunily of the rivet shoal* ««rf the vrltbuij* 
of the current, thus : 



Haling jmsl the sandy at the mouth, die banka exhibit a rich 
alluvium, but fumi the thinness of population they are nut well cul- 
tivated. The corn which we found standing was full-eared, luxu¬ 
riant. nod fit fur culling at the latter end of June ; at Arta. indeed* 
the lusrv esi had til ready commencetI. About six miles up the riv er „ 
i li p ug I l onSy o-ne und a half in a direct line, a quarter of a mile From 
the eastern hank. Ih^s the village nf htuimnu. consist i Mg of a Ik ■ or 
eighty ho L? r very prettUysituai ei | among fruit trees, with its vidnity 
well cultivated. The current was running about one mile and a 
hall an hour; the hunks, which are about ten feet high, are com¬ 
pletely hunryeonibcd by the swallows, who build iheir nests in 
lhem E M til berry trees, both red and white, and ike liquorice 
plant, are very abundant. 

Three miles higher up, but on the western bank, is tbe village 
of Neu Chora (nr new village), on a more diminutive scafe than 
Is OEHiinn, I be river here becomes s bn I low. not having more thin 
five feet in I he deepest part, ami grentjy- obstructed by ►boda. It 
takes a very dremtous directum to the N/E*. but returns to ihr 
village til E’adri, haiaiuo, aku uu the wtstvm bank, and lying 
about two miles to the northward of Xco Chori. Here the river 
is not above twenty yards across, inclosed between banks fifteen 
fret in height, and only tmvrgntjfe for mooes.

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[{khct we took liur^i lu the city of Aitii, Jistaiu ufoout fin? 
miles, bv a mid occasionally leading: us went the chet* which 
appeared rut up by small islands. VVe eros«'d leimtTil tributary 
streams, serving to turn mills,.water lining preferred for this pur- 
jwiae to wind. Except in tin: immediate t iunity of villages,. we 
*jiw but little cultivation, aud the greater part of the vast plains 
of Arta appears derated lu pasture. Larg« herds of sheep and 
cattle mii\ frequently be Kiel with, among which are nlso buflaloe*, 
which are eaten oh well a» bullocks. 

For the lost half hour previous to reaching Arm, our rood bv 
nv-f:r a beautiful country, through ft delightful avenue of wild 
shrubs, amongst which the myrtle and jessamine prevailed, whose 
aromatic. fragrance rendered the culm freshness of a summer s 
evening still more enchanting 

At Arta the bed of the river is about two hundred yards across; 
the stream* however,, at this sc&sun,. was drruled by sandbanks into 
&iiia!1 rivulets, shallow but rapid, running at least four miles m 
hour. Above the town it appears mmpumiivtdj diminutive, and, 
five cir sis nules ■bovo the town, is kvst tinon^ the lulls- Cramer 
gives ils source hi the range of Find us- thirty miles i«o the north - 
ward. a distance which is nol warranted by Us appearance, nor 
hv the informal inn l obtained at the city. The bridge over the 
riicr at Arta is of singular c onstmriion—it is, l behave* Venetian. 
The centre arch has a span of nhptiL eighty leet, im either side 
of which are three smaller ones of nut more than thirty feet span, 
anil between these again there ate namlW I'liDigalrd arches. 
Instead of the hnilge hemg one utiifm curve, it ls formed nf 

three obtuse angles, one ill ihr Centre and one on i. , ftrh side. tliUE Z 



making the passage across lnHb difficult and djutgeroan* while a 
low parwjH?! of about two feet a fibrils but little security from 
a fall of at feast one hundred fed iolu tbr stream below. 

Mere, on the eastern bank of the river, is situated the town of 
Arta. the ancient Ambmria. It is distant seven miles front tbe 
shore? of the gulf, to which it How, os formerly, gives name. 
Traces of ihe ancient walls may he seen in many placed, but more 
particularly w here they form dm base of part ■ if the wall of the 
present castle or citadel. r^nse to the hunks uf the river. They 
differ from any other ruins of the golf; ijie stutic* being regtdnr 
oblong quiudnngtdiir Blocks, with a smooth surface, placed lian- 
nwi tally, and st> very closely fitted, that it is with diffietdiy a pen¬ 
knife could be anywhere inserted, though no mortar or cruieni 
appears to have been used in the construction. The style, l he- 
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beTp. is known n\ iLc Hellenic, AI Melos sbere &?e eiten»wc 
rumsnl this natlib. The sbw of Ihe atones ts immense - 1 mea¬ 
sured ijun tightnert feet by five. and Lli£> greater number nearly 
approached those mman&ucipa. These walls moj be traced a con- 
aidrraLilc distance* ^parciilly inclosing the elevated ground to the 
eastward of the town. There are no other remains of coeval date, 
either lain pic, thentre. or olbcr budding. 

The jicsi object worthy ot notice «*> the ruin nf a convent built 
by the Em press Theodosia,. abmil the year 845 nf the Christian 
era. The architect are is of the Lower Empire; it is subdivided 
into numerous cells, and performed with small windows in the 
Gothic style. The walls are alternate layer* of stones for about 
two feel, then the small fiat red Homan brick for about sn fyet- 
lf now affords free lodging lor the cpfiviai uf horses bringing 
iiierebandbc and their drivers. There is also a Large Greet 
cathedral^ built after the same style, but of a mure modern dale, 
and of an octesgrifiid form. I luring the late war. it was convened 
into a fortress by the A Ibwiiaiis, who. by blocking up dm win 
doses, rendered it a position very tenable nml strong- 

Like other town* of dun devoted country > Art« has fofiefed 
greatly from the rneeatdreadlul struggle. In many place* masses 
of ruins entirely impede the passage of die streets., and an aspect 
nf rie-HilrUnm and misery now hangs over thisliugr and mice papu¬ 
lous and fiounalung city. It is difiicuH l» judge of its present 
population. os fpurt I he disturbed state of the country* and the 
constant demand fat troops by the Pasha* Li must fluctuate greatly ; 
add to which, the majurily of the inhabitant* are both soldiers 
and riiijoen* (die funner perhaps by preference ', and always 
sufficiently stimulated by the hopes of plunder so engage in any 
fivrelgi) or domestic, The contending frictions in Albania 
had then withdrawn to Yanina [the scene of strife) nearly all but 
i hr pi ^ceful Creek artirans P leaving only about five hundred 
LpDops to garrison the castle. The population of Aria may how¬ 
ever be stated at seven thousand as a maximum. 

Ana, like Proven, is governed by n Bey under the P.Mduilik of 
Yanina; nnd iu tile entrepot between ibis place and the gulf, it 
derives aoiuc commercial benefit. t here are manufactures in it 
of morse cottons and woollens ; the flnccat** (or capotes’i nre 
considered the la-st, and the leather, though of an inferior drsinp- 
iKin* l* vi'rv lining; the stench jmsinu fm-m the tan-yards along 
the river i* intolerable. Embroidery is brought Jo great pc rice- 
lion, and .i'll articles of dw fmm Art* are highly prized, The 
nurtborn pan of the town around the cwjUe i* inhabited solely bv 
Turt*. win* indie a naticnial custom. arising from- jealousy of their 
women, nf excluding all Franks from the quarter set apart for 
themselves. Enrh trade ha* its aeparase sirret nr haranr but 
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butchers are obliged id kill and sell ibnr mew uBlaidfl the town 
The market is abundantly supplied with fruit m id ■vegetable*,- 
There con be no doubt that Arbi mrujiir* ibe site uf ibe an¬ 
cient Ambmcin. bul tb pwiiinuof Am brums not beenclnflj 
idlbdj anil some iravedhirs have eiidL ,| BVoUN:<d*tn overcome I he dif¬ 
ficulty 1 >t tfinliituriilig it with Ambmcia. Polybius, describing 
It as a, fortreij uf considerable strength,. distinctly says, Philip wad 
desirous 1 first Lo gam Ambmcus, find therto? tu make his aUai-ks 
iipom. Amhraciaf I t has situated in a marsh, for Philip Jvid to 
raise causeways. there having been previously cutty one by which 
the place could be approached. Near the western bLotc ol 
the old mouth of the Arta are some ruins, whose topographical 
situation will accord with the above description, being on a swampy 
island, in a marshy lake near the gulf, whose shores, bd#wrer t I 
could uni uppruacb in a boat, by reason uf the sbrd lowness uf 
the water, I goi nn nearer than half n mile, whence ] Con]A per¬ 
ceive the walls lolembjy perfccl, tu the bright of twenty-five at 
tlnrty feet. They itaclmud an area uf ahum a quarter uf a mite in 
rjjUnt, and appeared to he merrily a military ]Hr*i. w hiuh was nil 
the swampy nature of the ground would admit of, Stylus soft,

hour miles east of the mouth of the Arta, wo arrive at the N E. 
angle uf jho gulf, where terminates the low swampy land; and T 
turning suddenly to the southward, the most becomes rocky and 

high, rising abruptly to the Makr.jrn ridge* an elevation **( four 

hundred and fifty to five hundred feet, Ai the northern extremity 
of this ridge, merlooking the plains of Aria, are some walls of 
Cydopean masonry, inclosing an extensive area. They are now 
Called Pries Kulia, and were occupied by a strong body of Greek 
troops who already considered this spot as the frontier uf their 
country. The osecut from the plains h steep and rugged, and 
here commences scries ut military posies ns farms Knnvisiro, 
commandiug the high road fpm Albania to Greece, winch leads 
over this ridge. 

This character of mwt nbtttiw along the eastern shore, with ilw~- 
exception of a portion called Mount Armyrcw, which appears to 
have been originally isolated, and is now only connected with iho 
iiuiin by swamps, off it the water is shoal for a quarter of a mdr. 
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Poising liiii tie chter the bay of KnraraKtra, which ih about two 
inilci deep ; bodi 'dm™ tor hiiih, and on tbe eastern side may be 
the ruins rt^Oljlfi, exactly m described by Thmrvdide., 
olimted mu an i-miCfnce or the seashore, twenty-five undin (two 
milei mod a ball) from Argos, l did nut visit the spot, but hi 
passing oauld plainly discern pcirticms of the walls. 

About a nidi? to the K.K. of Olpjp* across the vatic v of Ar 
gutfia, are some ex tensive ruins, probably tins i,mn of Metropolis* 
merely mentioned by Thucydides. I did not visit these remains, 
but they are described by a companion os being Cvnlnpean, but 
not so eitrttsivp nr perfect os those of A rgus. 

At the bottom of Karavasara bay. are the mins of Argus Am- 
pbilucliiciun, built utter tbo Trojan war, Tlity htp very extensive* 
and situated on a *teep acclivity* the lop of which appears to 
have been occupied by the luwn, encircled bv wails, tangerated 
by two m!]E‘ni ilcscending ilie bill, and meeting at an angle within 
a few feet of these*; they are of ( \ el ripen n masonry* and the 
■tunes generally mi targe. There are n» trace* of "any public 
b Lidding*, and the only object to he noticed is a spot pointed out 
by urn- guide, where the revi rbcratinn of a stone thrown, or a per¬ 
son jumping, may he heard bedim, as over a sheet of water with n 
■ bin crust of ice ami nn extensive vacuum beneath, 

Ali Pasha evident oured to eslahlhh a modem town on the site 
of Argos, the ruins of which* with those of ancient dale, are cu¬ 
riously blended. Hi? compelled families to locate, but on bk 
death they all returned to their native places ; nor is it to he won¬ 
dered at. considering the uninviting position of their new settle¬ 
ment, whose only advantage k its strength as a military po«i t the 
rtKul Handing between a is walla and the sen-slKne, mid passing 
through a deep ravine to the westward, Thu is commanded by 
the town, which is umcecs&iblc on this side, 

Ali Pasha had employed his In Kips in excavating among iIjl- 
ruina. but without success ^ having heard of the good fortune of 
a person at liham, he bmp-rml to oblain either from tin- viftuusn or 
the Jew wherewithal to recompense [lira. 

Kuravamra, which is the modern name of a cubic cn-house and a 
few huts near the rains, in at present only occupied by a eapuink 
guard, thr main body af Greek troop# hiding, a* I before mcn- 
simied, at PaIdI KhIi/l, distant rli’vni mites, I.ivy gives the dis¬ 
tance between Argos anil Amlimrin otic hundred and eighty 
stadia (eighteen miles ) F which k very correct. 

The summit of the hill on which Argfr* is adiuitod k about 
three hundred and fifty fret high* whence to the Miiilbvinrd mny 
be discovered an inland lake of mnsiiJcrahle iar ; but nn river 
finds its way through the valley into i hr gulf : water at Karava- 
sain being obtain*! from wells. To the cast ward the land rises 
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abrupt!j tu n mnge iif fifteen hundred feel in Wight, [lying about 
N-N-E, and S.3.W. true,) on which are the tfru peaks of Idtt- 
mi’fiLT.

They arc- situated ou a 5 mw!l plain, 
about hull ji rmlc in extent, winch they inclose, bordering closely 
In the Southward on the shores of a take; ansi from fhiw probably 
the Lawn taki i its name, Toward tho sea I could not truce any 
remains of the wallit, mr any ruins ujiIiku I be an 5 a, which wan 
Hat as a meadow K and overgtow'n with joug gross.

1 be plain 
ii bounded to the northward by a law range ol lulls, at the font of 
which *tnmls the great ibraur, the moat canapimmus object of tbe 
Tvimi it iB in a tolOTbly good state of preienation, some of the 
highest archea at the hack of the budding still standing ; the front 
baa principally sulTered. There are three grand entrance di*ir* 
and a smaller one an each side, prubnbly loading to the cells uf the 
wild kailt. Tbe length of lhe area is one hundred and fourteen 
feeUlLe height«f the building!* ninety-seven feet, bub Wing built 
on a steep ascent, the back pari Is only thirty feel. 1 here are 
twenty-seven rnvMif seats ui three (Eddiru* h hich bare each their 
separate imlrr&s by two doiWVn&yit not inmtedialffH' over each other.

About a quarter uF a mile to the wcftwnnL w much overgrown 
with verdure as almost ii i- escape notice, 1 observed a perfect ellip¬ 
tical baildingalHiut five hundred icel in length, anil unc hundred 
ami fifty brand. It did nut appear m lie above fifteen feet in 
height, though of course it is difficult to judge what the level of 
die ground originally was. There were row a of scaiifikeii theatre, 
lint tbe win»le of the interior was ho mncunlcd in rank vegetation 
as to render minute description impossible IL lies ill the same direc 
lion as the front of the amplutlie;ttn\iiml haa rm. entrance by three 
floor* al its western enframe. 1 1 appears to lie a gymnasium, and is. 
most prnbahlj where the ,\ t.-Lau gutties were celebrated. 

These two buildings an? separated from the chief body of like 
ruins, which are about half a mik lit the southward* and consist first 
of an i rregular pentagonal itidosure, the wttlljs of whic h are of sltme. 
uillk si|uare lowers ai intervids, not above twenty-five feet in height. 
Theeiteni of the enrloiure, which appears to have been the Acm- 
polls, is about a quarter nf a mile, anil the eastern angle of the- wilII 
reaches to the shores of Lake Mhshiduu 

Three hundred yards westward ora tins mu&itw uf a very pretty 
theatre hut little dilapidated: it lh suuill, the liiamcLm not fcxractl- 
mg sixiv feet, nnd isudt entirely ofc atone ; an inclined plane in the 
rear of the budding leads Uj |hc Upper Seats Ulkller an orcbWay.

aware nf one rail made to the ruins, a turn i ton year* since. by two 
Englishmen, whn eicavated so me tombs between this and tlw? 
til!age Ilf Kuimriiin, which lies about a mile from the rums lower 
down the mountain, where any traveller may experience the hospi¬ 
tality of an Albanian chief, surrounded by his feudal retainers. 
This village i* but one day from Provesiu and the mins, which arc 
out generally known to esist, are well w orth 1 tie attention of im- 
vdlen Laving m little leisure lime. The vicinity nf the village is 
well cultivated, but the vegetation was at least a fortnight I behind. 
The noiTiu of the mountain is ^alunga* and the district rx Lending 
towards TVicopolis is termed Lnuiari. We found a sensible differ- 
enre tjf temperature, the thermometer standing 8° nr lOP lower 
than in the plains. 

At Komeuina we saw n piece nf ornamented marble on which 
might be faintly traced pari of a Roman inscription : it was brought 
fruiii Kasim Skin, a village near the sen, where we were told 
might be seer* utber remains of ant tepu h. This place, or in ihr 
viuhiity, was most probably the Fortui Comartts de.yerihud by 
Slmbo, for off Papidakn Point there is the Appearance of an an- 
cienl mole. The other port mentioned by Strabo .os being more 
commodious and situated twelve stadia from Ninipolts, is doubt- 
less the present village of Milika, and the millie of Oortiarns Bny. 
given to the indentation between Milka and KrLStro Sikiu. appears 
tu be a ooimptW uf the ancient name Ciotuuu*. 

Seven mile* to thewestward of Aria, on the road to Ptqvcjh, is 
the band el of Immun Chinas : and about half a mile to the \.YV, 
of ibis, rnwsing the Hippolylus. nrc the ruins nf (Tanulruiri, now 
known by thr iminc of Rugous. They arc very compictioiuly 
situated on a hill aboutone hundred and eighty feet high; a wall, in 
many places still twelve or fourteen feet high, surrounds the bosu 
of the hill, which is so overgrown will* thick iiudt*rwW., that it 
would be impossible lo ascend it, bul fur the aeal nf devotees whose 
pious feet hare worn a patlliwav to the modem Greek chapel which 
now aaiisrlifies its summit, [lather more than half-wav up, another 
wall may be traced, and :he top. is again encircled by a Lctcrngc- 
m?uus ri ms of Walls of the Grecian, Roman, and Frank cram. The 
foundations air of rude Cyclopean masonry. The chapel before- 
mentinttetl is mlftnicd wilh fragments of ancient architect Eire ; 
capitals converted into bases, and nVe vrrm ; and portion* of the 
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entabl atu re funn ihe slept b« the ducvr. W hence ikesc rame I 
cannot say T a* Cbanidnim was only m military prwt, and we can 
scarcely give the Grcrtfr uf modem limes the credit of conveying 
ihcse remain* From Ann, Uu$ nearest town, even for religiuus pur- 
poses ; p nibably e pi arc i iso If w as fbmurrly atiwned wiii i n tekn* 
pie. Pul} bins mention* Philip passing ibis place after the siege 
4 jf Ambractu. The euontry around Rngotui is rich and beautiful, 
and ifrcll covered with olive trees; the land rises abruptly to ibv 
northward u* Mbvto Votmo. Them had been a bridge over ihr 
river, bill al llie lime of my visit it w.rui washed a wav, and we wm 
obliged to ferry ourselves over in a canoe, or monosoton, as they 
are here termed* 

The celebrity which ibis gulf formerly enjoyed for the tpianti 
rind quality uf its li*h, it frill merits— the red and grey mullet are 
most abundant j there art! also plenty of soles and cels, and the 
prawns are the Urges! I ever saw, The Sardinia fishery 1 have 
id read v notH ed. The Gifeb, w hose only right is their nautical 
strength, usurp the lordship ami monopoly nf all llie fuhrries, and 
their flag is often *1 ispUyed t m tbc north em shim of the gul f r 
The fisheries are constructed of reedi placed in die mud dofec 
together* and extending two hundred yards and upwards from the 
shorn; they form a In by rim b teimioatW in a death-chain her* 
whence the fish arc laken at pleasure with a hand-iirL Off die 
mouth* of the Aria and Louro, and uhere then 1 arc it vmimmkm - 
lion* with the lakes, the fisheries arc most extensive j I hey are* 
however, confined entirely to the northern shores 

The gulf is generally ctinsitlrred unhealthy* mure especially 
during thr months of July, August, mid September, when the 
natives arc careful not to expose tbrmsclvrs uncovered in ihe morn¬ 
ing to the easterly, or land wind, which, mining off the swampy 
shores r is very chilly, and brings with it the marsh iniastiiaiaj pro- 
during remittent fevers, of a dangerous nature, 

During the time of tny visit ( June mid July), the land and aea 
breezes were always regular, and the latter blew trosh—it *ct m 
between IQ and ll in and invariably died ai sunset- Thetmigr 
iif lire letoperalurr was from 7G J lo 6|ri during the clay* aiwl from 
*(f to 80* ai night; the mean ictnpratuje at nnun was 78*. 

The general character of the hi Ik on the Ararnaniasi pdc is 
round-titpped and barren, descending grail uafly and undulating to 
the shores, which are generally rocky and steep-to—hut ti» the 
northward the mountains arc higher, sharp-ridged, and the descent 
to the plains mure precipitous, presenting in many pi ares, more 
especially Zalutigri ami Mam Youmi, stupendous cliffs. 

The eastern portion of the gulf is deepest; the most water wo 
found was thirty -six fat toms, and (W bullion throughout is stiff 
hbek mud. excepting near ihe low tarwlr shores

t fhe rbiimsof Cirent Britain to the Falkland Llnnds having been 
.udv renewed, the following account of the Eastern Isle may nut 
he uninteresting, It was drawn up for me during my late resi¬ 
dence in South America by Mr, VerneL who formed n settleinem 
and resided there far several years, under an authority from the 
gmeixuncDL of Buenoi Ayre* Mr, Yemet’ui establishment wus 
at Berkeley Sound, adjoining the ruins of that formerly plant#! 
at Part Louis hy M. BmirEuiiiville. ll will be recollected that the 
British settlement, which was fnrcLhh broken tip by ihe Spaniard* 
in 1770, and subsequently restored, wa* ni Port, Egrrumt. on the 
Western Island.— W, P.] 

East Falkland Island is favourablysituated both for colonization, 
and for the refreshment of vessels bound round Cape Hum.* Its 
proximity to the Cape, and iti excellent harbours, tnoft *f which 
are of rosy access, wiib good hulding ground, mod sufficient 
depth of water fur rvrxi first-rate men-uf-war, would alone make 
it a valuable pus&rwrfli. VV Jut hi the fndili^ a nfFardi lor fiier- 
eiiing ships' companies oshditc. without the risk of lasing them, 
together with the abundance of wild rattle and inti-scorbutic 
herbs found there, point it out as a most desirable resort for shipi:

Tlio dirnalc on the Vlnntl is, on the? whole, temperate The 
temperature never folk below SfF Fahrenheit In the coldest winter, 
not lisw above Ji^in the hottest summer; its general range is 
from 3D U to oO D in winter, jO 3 to 7&'* m summer* The weather Ls 
rather unsettled, particular]} 1 tn winter ; but the show its. whi ther 
of ruih K snnw, or hail, are generally of short duration, and tlieir 
eilkts are nn?r long visible oil the iiirJiire oj ik ground. J iiui 
floods Fire unknown; snow disappears in a few hours, unless on 
the fopsf uf the iiluuilimit*; and ice is seldom found nbrwc an 
inch thick. Thunder and lightning are of rare occurrence : fogs 
am frequent. es|*eeially in autumn and spring, hut they usually 
dish!|Nile towards noun. Thci winter is rather longer than the 
suimnrr^ but ihe difference lh not above a month, and the Song 
warm days of jrnmmor. with occasional ibnwers, produce a rapid 
vegetal ion in that (t-aHtn. 

The wind blows commonly from the north-west in summer, 
south-west in winter, and seldom long from the eastward in either 
season. The finest weather in winter U when the wind draws from 
the west or north-west j [iiui. ni summer, when it stands ot Durlh' 
west or north-east. A north wind nhmrti always brings min, 
espeemdv in summer; and east and so nth-east winds are mn- 
stamly accompanied by thick ond wet weather Snow squalls 
generally come from the S.S.E*, S., ur fS.S.W, Storms are 
mi at frequent ni the changes of the season*, and blow commonly 
from S.S.W to H'.lS.W.; but they sel l lorn last h-bewtr twenty-four 
hours. 

The soil of East Falkland Island ho* been found well adapted 
to cultivation consisting generally of from six In eight inches 
of black vegetable mould/ below which is either gravel «r day. 
Wheat and flare were both raked. of quality equal. if not supe¬ 
rior, to the seed sawn, which wa* procured from Buenos Ayres; 
and jHilatoes. cabbage, turnips, ami other kinds nf vegetable** 
pn niuced largely, and of cicrllrnt quality. Fruit tree* were not 
iried, Lhe plants sent from Bucr»* Ayres having perished before 
they arrived. 

The soil also produces different kinds of vegetables wild, us 
celery, cresses, Art* and many other esculent plants, ibr proper 
names nf which were not know n to the settlers, but their jmLiI* 
able taste ami ml mu hie mod- torch Iitic properties were afouiiilniitly 
ascertained by them. Among others is one which they railed the 
Tea-plant. growing close to the gruttnd, arid prod wring a berry of 
the size of a large pea* white with a tinge of rose-colour, unit of

We dined that evening and slept at the bouse uf a Frenchman 
in the plain below, and rose early next morning, lei neb es haunted 
by the attacks of bugs. All our preparations being made, we 
started, and a more pitauresque line of march 1 have seldom seen. 
Our van wjia composed of about fifteen or twenty sepoys in every 
variety of costume, together with a few negroes carrying our food, 
dry rioEhes, &r, Our path lay up a very sleep ravine, formed by 
I lie rains in the wet season* w kii4 t having loosened all the stones, 
made it anything but pleasant; those beluw were obliged to keep 
a bright look-out for turn hi in? rocks, and one of ilusic tuisicd 
Keppei and myself by a miracle. 

From lhe head of this [gorge we turned ofT along the other face 
of the mountain; and it wntild have been a fine Bidipiol lorn pic¬ 
ture, to look up from the nuinc below nod see the long siring 
slowly picking their ‘ kittle' footsteps along a Ledge not anywhere 
a foot broad; yet these monkeyscarried their loads full four hun¬ 
dred yards along this face, bolding bv the shrubs above: while 
below there w.\s nothing but the tope of the forest for more than 
nine hundred feel down the slope. 

On rising to the shoulder, a dew hurst upon us which quite 
defies my descriptive powers We stood on a little narrow ledge 
or neck of land* a I win twenty yards in length, On the sick which 
weronunEori, we looked Iwiek into the deep wooded gorge wc had 
passed up ; while on the op|Kjtite side of the tioik, which was 
between six and seven feet broad, the precipice w ent sheer down 
fifteen hundred feel to the plain. One extremity of the neck was 
equally precipitous, and the other was bounded hv what to me 
was the must magnificent sight I ever saw. A narrow, knife-like 
edge of ruck, broken here ami thrre by precipitous fates, ran up

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After a ibiprt rest wt? proceeded to ^irk. ihe ladder (&f?f 
sketch) had been left^ by Lloyd and Dawkim last year., Il 
warn about twelve feet high, and rrnrlird, cut you may percent, 
about halfivay up a foots of perpendicular rnrk. The foot, 
which was spiked*rested ii.ui a ledge. nut quite visible in the 
sketch, with barely three inches on rath side, A grapnel-line had

I lie line carried 
up he made ffisl above, and up it We all four + shinned in *uc- 
L'esMiou, It wius. inking apart, awful work In several places the 
ridge ran to on edge not a font broad i iiiul l mold, lie- 1 held nu.

of the ravine on the other. The only tiling which surprised me 
was my own steadiness and freedom from nil giddiness. I had 
been nervous in mounting tba ravine in the morning; but gra¬ 
il nailv l got so excited and determined to succeed, that 1 could 
look down that ilizjv height without ihcr smallest soEisation of 
swimming in the head ; flurertb^liaS, J held on Mi«tpntnuwl|| hard.

The cm hi j try. which miff hi be one of the liclieit and most pro¬ 
ductive in the wnrUb is devoted to sterility. Hunting preserves,, 
or. as they are tailed, " ahiknrgahs," follow one another in such 
mmemn n, ns to leave no innri fur til We ■ and the fences which 
confine ibe gume, Approach w it Inn a few yards of the Indus. The 
inLormjT of these preserves fnnns ti dense thicket, romposed of 
JWWfiskr sahne shrubs, and other underwood, with stunted trees 
of bubli', who'Li are never al lowed to tie pruned or cut, s 4 p that 
the hank- of the Indus, were they in She bands of a formidable 
eneim, a [Turd enve i t frem which an ryprdubn, corn!noted by 
water, might lie ciHiatnnlU ;uid grievously t^anused. The rondt 
ihrough tijis tout are equally dote anti sirnnff. Supplies sire, 
however, abundant. Grain Li cheap and plentiful pvaryw tiere ; 
niisl J atm and Hyderabad are the an dent and modem c ft pi to It of 
the munlrv.

The river throws off no branches in this part nf ilw imuw, cs- 
ceptiog the Faliidet, which leaves the Indus twelve miles above 
Hyderabad, and passe* eastward of that city; it is only a stream 
during the awelL It was dry at Hyderabad when we wore at that 
ritv* ajod. hut 0110 hundred jimJs wide, nod laicc-dctip, where it 
separated from the Indus; yet it ii n cuasideralilt-river in the wet 
ieasun t and fortiliica a vast portion nf Sinde by its water, which it 
may be mid to eshaost between Hyderabad anti C utdi. 1 he 
maps give n»Qst enmiooiis ideas of the IrvduB. for the numerous 
Itnmchus which appear in them to leave the river, are mure watcr- 
cutirtf^ for the periodical swell; many of them artificial, dug for 
the purpose* tif irrigation- The river fur nine months runs in 
oui 1 trunk. 

The current never ncecds three miles an boor in lilts part of 
I Ilk Indus, unless wljeru confined, whim its rapidity find ermines 
I he b Liiki, and carrii** whale villages afoog WLt b it. 1 be town of 
Majinda and Ammo. on the t iuLit I Link, have bulb Swmjh swept 
away, the form ft rvi less than eight or ten times within the lost 
twelve year*; but the people retires few hundred yards, tuul again 
erect their hnhitntion*, Hala, on ihe raitera aide, has shored a 
like fate : but the channel of the river lies to the westward, where 
the bioiks are more steep; and the I pi t liauk of the river r though 
consisting uf a Hat field of sand, is only inundated in I hr swell- 
At that period 4 for eight miles eastward of the Indus, it is oot 
possible to travel, from the number of shoots east nil. The 
Indus itself i* here pretty «instant in its course; mid ihuugli the 
ri auntry* eastward would, us I have observed, favour the escape of 
the water in that direction, it cling* for some lime to the Lukkrc 
mountains. 

Of ihe country and to wns which intervene bctwueu Snbwuii and 
lire capital, a few wank will suffice. There arc none id any si»e 
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but Sclm-un Itself: M uUmcet*, sateen miles from Hyderabad.* 
contain* about four thousand people ; nml Ilulla Ha^n, MaJumU, 
^d SkUi alwnt two thousand each. Tin’ other* places mv tvw r 
niul thinly pcojded|—three or four of thc'sn have frequently mu? 
un in p. The country is consequently negltrcUrd, and the banks of 
the river nre iu must places covered with tamarisk; but toward* 
the lisita it is open. Coiion, indigo, wheat, barlpy h sugar., tobacco, 
ttff: produced bj irrigation m the dry season; lint the limited 
extent of l lie cultivation may In■ discovered by ll«*rc being but 
oiii' hundred md ninety-four wr]ti or cuts fn an the river on one 
side stf the Indus, between Hyderabad .innI Sehuun, a distnnrc of 
one bundled nule*, where the grimier part of the soil £i rich and 
cultivable. In n few places the land is salt nml ileril, Rite is 
pniiEuc-vd during' the swell i nod yet provisions are dearer here 
ihnn in the neigld souring and less fnroumed country of _\I«rwar, 
Tin* people chicUr live on fish and milk, 

The town of Setovuu nlone bears the marks of npuJenrc 1 in this 
Portion of Sind c% and it is indebted for iu prosperity to the shrine 
oi n. Imly sewii from Kltartk?5fMl> by name Lnl Stdi Raa. whose 
tiiiuli, a bundiome building inside the town, is a plan? of pi|- 
grhnage hi.ib l« Hindoo and Mussulmans it does not however, 
contain a population of ten thousand souls. It is smnetimes called 
Lomstiiikor Schlran* but rarely. It is a place of green antiquity; 
and is commnftdcd nn the north side by a most re mark able cailfc, 
uow in ruins. The town itielf stands on a rifling ground, and 
tluere ;ire innumcmble mosques anti lumhs in the Dcighhourbnud, 
Wbich prove its former wealth. It lias a well-furnished bazaar j 
but l he place has gradually ^oue Up decay since it ceased to be 
the reside nr v of a governor. A branch of ibe [mins, railed Arrul, 
i mu immediately past the town in its course from Lnrkhnnu ; hut 
this will be ittsmbed iiflerwnnis, Four yrans idjicci, the Indus 
kself p -ssetl dime under Sehwuo; but it lias retired eastward, 
leaving a swamp mi all tiiics of the town. 

Amnml Seliwun the country Ls rich and productive?. Looking 
iiMrth. the eye reals on a green plain, highly cultivated. Mul¬ 
berries, apples, Jiirluns, and encumbent were brought to eu ; find, 
lur the first time* we saw gram. The melons are tasteless.—l 
P r ™u4ir* nttui the richness of the soil. Cucumbers grow nmTbere 
UJ t hc country, except at Sebwun- Tlio climine ia considered 
sultry anil duagrtotllk; nod we certunlv fminil it Si>. for the 
thermometer rose la 1 I2~ in Ajml t and continued ns high as ItJO* 
till nine nt night, The hot winds weir ilir^rerT nppresaive. 

The castle- of Sehwun is a most singular building; it enmuis 
«f d mound of earth* sis tv feet high, which ls sumninded from 
lire very ground by w wall of burnt brick. It is of an cwml shape,, 
twelve hundred feel long by seven hundred and fifty m dlameler. 
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*The hateriur is a heap of ruins; and without, ike remains uf a 
building tivu feel high : Lbr whole surface is strewed with biuken 
vessels axul bricks- The gateway 1 ins on tin- town side, anti has 
bfE-n nrrhed: ii i* in a heller state of preservation than ttu\ other 
part of the works ; from the section throu^i the hills which ii 
open t ill? whole castle i* clearly an nrltfidnl wound of earth. 
The river Arm! parses close under ihe b i*c of the min. ^ 

The natives could gtn- me no satisfactory account of ibis mbit 
the v attributed it in the age of the laky Iludurutd Jutna!. whose 
agency is r^ffpctl u> in everything ancient nr incipb ruble lii lh is¬ 
land. ’ FWkhtii. however, mentions thru Sehwtm wits besieged by 
II Uturrcm in 1541* mid that emperor, being uunhle to lake it, 
firth on his disnstruuft runt, by ihc desert to Omerkuta-Aldim* 
Ceiieral Mirrai IChaii likewise attacked it in 15*)l - but Jam, the 
rebellious governor of Sindc, brhl out Air seven motitla against 
Elm emperors army, so strung was the fort of Sell wun in those 
tbivH,: since then, its walls bring dismantled. it has been allowed 
to pj I it wreck, The natives brought ns any nuns of the reign of 
Akher, both silver and cop per, but among thirty 1 could Jim I no 
truce* of the Greek nlplmbet, 

it must Ik* confessed that a ruin uf such niiignUudej standing, 
ns jt undoubtedly docip cm the track uf Almtndm would fully 
authorize our fixing on u as one of that conqueror’* capture*. In 
appearance it very much resembles Mujilibe. or (overthrown) 
tower, described in ’Mt. Rich* Memoir of Babylon, for it presents 
a nuHst chfuiiic sight. Quintus Curtins mentions, thnl in the terri¬ 
tories of Sahus Rajah* Alexander t*mk the strongest city by a 
tunnel formed by his miners* Now this ruin Elands on the very 
verge of a navigable brunch of the Indus, and if by a tunnel wo 
arc to infer that he dug m from die river, this is probably the Tory 
city where 14 the linrhunams, untaught in engineering, were erm- 
fnuuiled when their roomies appeared almost in the middle of the 
city, rising from a jtiiljiflxnnpoiu psHg% of which no trace wa* 
pruTiimsSy sm-n/' The position of Sohwun coincides with that of 
ihc icrritories of Salma Rrynh, nnd it is nut to l>e supposed that 
the rul-T.- uf the oMinlry wnuld, iti after limes, neglect a place of 
Such strength as 8eliwnn H which doubtless ltd to its being kept 
up as a fortification under the Mogul Emperor. The saint Lai 
Rah flftz was interred at Schwmi, thirty-five gene rath-ns back* or 
about six hundred years ago ; and the people univeraally point to 
a period much beyond ibnt fur the age of their castle. 

I □ addition to the n^maLos of Sehwuii* there is a mound eighteen 
miles lower down, and un tbs mine tide of the river, near the vil¬ 
lage of Am tec. Tkv rmlivcu believe it is ike site of an old city* 
and to have been Uw favourite nljode of one of the rulers of the 
land ; ul which a king, once halting with bis army, ordered the

oi hi former tinio*, but till lately negated. It is said 

to bo eight aiihra in circumference, and iu |>e well supplied with 
water when there is none iu the neighbourhood. The Aiiirees 
liave lately repaired it at considerable expense ; but, from what 1 
can understand, its strength chkfij consists in the ahsenco of 
^ ater from the bleak mountains whidi surround It. There is a 
hot spring nt the Imsc of the Omiin tains, near the village uf Luk- 
kee. adjoin]ug om. nf the most chM description; and a spring nf 
ihe same kind exists at the other extremity, n^ar Cnrturhee, sn that 
thej are probably to lie fuel in tins TJiierrenmg path The spring 
nl Lukkee Is n place nf pilgrimage to the Hindoo, and its waters 
are cumklered a specific in cutaneous disorders. 

Ihr Indus frmn Sehtfwn to Mukkur *—The insuhite^L fortress 
of Tlukkur is si tun led on a rock in thi: Indus- between the lowus 
of Roroe and Snkur. It is a degree and twenty minute* north of 
Subwiiit, being in bit. !27 ^ 2 ', and in longitude it k fifty-sjx miles 
eastward uif that town, Tim distance hy the nver Amounts- Ut one 
huodreil and sixty miles, and was trav ersed by us in nine dn\* r 
rhmngliout the whole dUtanro the Indus flows in a yigyag 
j iHirie. nearly SAV., till Ll La impede! by the Lukkee mountains 
i^elnw Selswun. fjje inten'enmg country L\ richly ^irml by its 
loeaitdermgs, ami I rum die lowness of the bank*, is dispute*! hy 
the river and it* ramifications, and formed into iiuuktolli is La nils 
ui llu! richest pnatiirt. On |Iu? loa^i approach of the swell, l>>th 
hanks are immdated ami irrigated. 

About iwemy-hve miles lielow l^ukkur. the Indus sends forth 
I® the westward a branch cvllefl Maia, which washes the base of 
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t he llala. or inounlnins of Betaochirtan. and after pursuing a pa* 
ruHel course of ninny miles, rejoins the river til Schwmi, Us waters 
are courted and distributed by canals, which add u> she blessings 
bestowed by nature on this flat ami fertile land. The eastern 
bank, though less favoured than the npproUe nne, is highly culti- 
vrjied, and most of the towns and villages stand on the ver gb of 
Coital i, which liosottcouslj distribute the Liters of thr? jHiTiudical 
iweDj and i'llee si the i mills try and a&siduhy of the inluiljitruits. 

The river hern hot rarely flows in one undivided stream* and 
with a width of three-quarters of a mile in some places, preserves 
a depth uf fifteen feet in its shall awest bed. There is nothing 
approaching to a ford in any part of its omnft The declivity mi 
which the Indus rani t» the ocean must, he grntjc, for it glides 
sluggishly along at less Uiall two miles and n half in I lie Lour, 
From SeWtin upwards, the Indus ia called "Sira/’ which means 
north, in distinciion frum the suuthern portion, which is colled 
*' Lurd 1 Melrnmn is a foreign term, with which the natives ore nut 
acquainted. 

The immediate vicinity of the Indus in this part h alike desti¬ 
tute of beauty and inhabitnm-s. It ig, nvrrgrown with tamarisk 
shrubs, anil the village* arc purposely built at the distance of two 
or three miles, shutt ing ibe frequent occurrence of inundations; 
yei there were a hundred wheels nt work on the vrrgt? uf the 
river. The eastern hank fnun Sehwmi to Hukkur is by far the 
he^i peopled portion of Sinde ; and die inhabited places wrhieh 
oconr are numerous and thriving, and though out large and 
wealthy, many of them have live bundled houses. Tliii territory 
is subject to the chief of Khjrpoar, and is enriched by a canal 
forty feet broad, called " ’V!eenvali r fT which condurEs* by a 
southerly course, ibe waters of the Tndus, from the neighbour¬ 
hood of Bukkur, So a distance of ninety miles, where they are Lost 
in fund*, nr (bpnsikil in the fields. There are aba various other 
canals besides rids and while their banks are fringed with 

villages ami ngnculnirr, tljn-v likewise aJForrl the means uf trans¬ 
porting hy Ki.it* the produce of the soil. In the fair season- when 
dry, they beemuc llsc treated font-path* uf the people* and are 
ri cel lent cart-mads, preferred at all times to ihe common pntli- 
w ay. which, from the exuberance sif vugrinlima in thb rich country* 
Is gc aurally impeded by bushe*. 

The western bank uf the Indus* which is intersected by the 
Nam* is called Chandkoh* from a TJrli-ueh tribe nf that name, 
and yields tile greater portion of the land revenue of the Hydera¬ 
bad Ameers. This branch, which leaves the Indus below Bukhur> 
in the laEitudr of Larkhajm, in iLs passage to the main Stream, 

1 1 -ms a smiill lake called Munchar* which abounds in fish- l ai - 
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[her down, it changes the name of Ffarti inln Acrid, before falling 
into the I lit Ina. I t is a narrow river, About a hundred yard a 
\mm\, and only navigable during tbe inundation^ Nutntrrooc 
ciita, the chief r?f which is lhe Larkhanu taiu&l, cstend the culli- 
vatisjti beyond its kinks; and in ujititjun to 1lie swell of the Indus, 
ibis pergunrm Li w .flared hy rills from the lofty mountains to the 
westward. Hie lake of Mundinr in environed by fields of wheat 
iri the dry itensODi when ili writers partially subside. and leave a 
rirh mould exposed tip the sun. 

The furtreb-i uf Eukkur is constructed of brick on a low rock 
of flinr. at a distance of four huiulrnl yard* from the left bunk of 
the Indus. ami nkjul three hundred and fifty from its western 
tide. Its wall* are lunp-huledj ft nuked with towers, and dupe to 
the water's edge: they do not exceed twenty feet in height. Them 
is a gateway on each side uf the fonihctilion, facing Roreo and 
Sukur. and likewise two w ickets. The interior of the works is 
Crowded with house* and moti|Ues p nian_v of which, as well aa pari* 
of I he rock itself appear above the wall. In shape, it approaches 
to an oval, and is about eight hundred yards In cut, and lit rer hun¬ 
dred in i L i a in rl or. At some place* the nrck lias Wn pared and 
imrhd, but lluLkiir has nn sftrmglh in its u r orks, and is fbriuicla- 
bln only from Ltd position. The gorriaan consists of oun hundred 
niLEj uf the khvriHtf>r A me it- and there are fifteen pivecj ofarlil- 
lery’i few of w hich are serviceable. Four falluiuis arc found on 
bulb sides of the bland, but die eastern charmed becomes ilial* 
lower in the dry season, and is said in Lave been once forded. 
The navigation of the Indus m llukkur i* itangciuiis from eddies 
formed under Lhe iortre^s itself, and several other rocky islets 
bclmv it ■ but the watermen arc considered the must otprripored 
in Sijide, ami as n btial never attempts to pass up nr down without 
a pilot, but few accidents happen. 

The town uf Roree> which face* Huh Lilt, stands dove on the 
baok of tbe Ini.Ins, on a Itinty precipice, forty feel in Height, over 
which the Iiouete tower. The inhabitants of some uf these can 
even draw up water from their windows; but it road cut in the 
ruth dimri to tht’ edge of the river, it! a place where it gWs not 
approach the precipice, supplies the citkens of Rorpo with this 
necessary of life, without risking their lives. This is the point id 
embarkation for those passing to Mukkur, but a lauding would be 
difficult and dangerous whey tlw river h high- The town of 
Rniri!C has about eight thousand mJmbiinMs, cbicily Hrudixn. 
Id die eastward uf it several detached hill neks of flint present a 
niost bleak and barred appearance, but nlJd to the strength uf the 
country ; beyond their limits a gram uf dale trees exleuds for 
three nr four miles lo the southward o£ ibe town, shading nume¬ 
rous orchards and gardens. Sttkur, which stands opposite Horn 1 .

The only inmlem towns «f note which requirr remark, one 
Khyrpoor ami Larkhnnu. m arly under the same pantile] of kli- 
lm3i', iHith distant from it about fourteen miles, anil! watered hv 
canals frtmithe Indus, Khvrpoor is a midem town* built by the 
Talpotir chief Sohmb, who seized an the northern part of Ssndc p 
after l he subvenion of the Qj fonts. It con lain* a population uf 
alMijc fifteen thousand souls, but is merely a rollecijuii of mud 
hovels heaped togwibcr in mmm lanes- (t is destiiym of fort or 
deb-nee. unless a mud wall about a fmrt thick. which aumuntls 
tin- bouses of the Ameer imd 3 is* family, can l jo 30 coiuidemL 
The country near it is fiat ami bushy, and a low dike has hmm 
drawn round the town, to hoop the inundations of ike river ni a 
dkLautcu Larkhanti, which stimdi on the wart/tm bank, is the 
capital of tFip pcrjruiuta of ClmiidkoU; it lias about ten thou sand 
people, and is the head-quarters And rallying point of the Sinile 
Aineeni. nn Ul*ir N.W frontier. It Jrn* a small mud fort j and 
an icibiifficicnt train of artillery, ahnui twenty in number-frighten* 
the refractory in the neighbouring mown tains t and mam tains the 
peace of Siikle. It e* governed [iy a Nuwub, the bid b id uid nest 
in rank to the rulers of the land.

The ah rubs thiur, 
ifiu kejm, Uinjr. bair t nkm (swn Haw-wort), and tamarisk, grow 
every when!, J have alluded to ihe dntt^-grore of RorcL\ and il is 
a Iradiiuiti uf the people, that this iron waa brought into the 
country by ATnhnimned Cassini, w bo earned i lutes from A nibia as 
provision lor kis army* from the aeeds of which have arisen the 
date trees sn ubuuikmi in this part of Sinde.

The Indus from Buk’ur till jmwil % JAr Punjab rh ers .—The 
waters uj the Punjab, united in one stream, fall into the I mini a I 
Miltmi, Lri the latitude of ^H a a5* N. From this punt to Fiyk- 
kur, tin- iiver pursues n southwesterly course, and is pretty direct 
in its channel* but frequently divided by sand-hanks- Variuys 
narrow crooked branches here diverge (Wo ifac parent stream, 
and retaining n depth of eight in fifteen fret of water, are navigated 
by l*mis ascending the Eniluj, in preference to the great river 
itself, They evtond nearly throughout the whole intervening space 
tii av under review-. 

The Indus is widely spread in many parts of its course a1xm? 
Ilukiur. It often exceed* n tkmifaiid yard* in breadth, and nt 
Alillun was found In lie even double that width* The depth was 
not pnipurtionalily diminished, ami in same places exceeded six 
fathoms, while four Were In he found ereirwherCp though al a sen- 
jHPd when the waters are lowest There was no greater arcrjtim-

f rom Bukkur the Indus is navimiled by ndifTavrjt desiTiptirm 
of iioais ill i m the [< do^nike" already mtlicctb Tlirv uerallol 
“aoliruy," and arc of an ublcukg i?-1 li line■ shape,, nmndid fore mntl 
aft, built of the tnlcc ir«!i, durl damped with pieces of iron, instead 
of nails, on operation which is performed with great neatness. 
The ** Bilrrtly 1 is also flat-bottnmed. and Ims only one mast ■ some 
of them eiceed eighty feet in length Jtrwl twenty in breadth. They

They are nut numerous, but ive met 
niiidy-fivc uf them in our toyngo tt> M iltun, 1 cannot understand 
by the description nf Lumta which Alexander used Cur transporting 
bis cavalry. any other than these nihriiji; fur Arrian describes 
them as nf a tup ml June, anti says theyremved uu in j ury when the 
long vessel* were wrecked at the junction m the I lydrapes ami 
Acesmps. Tlmr peculiar build is doubtless owing to ihe-rapids 
which they have in traverse. We made the passage in these? hunts 
front 11 u L k ut to Mitlun in nine da_yi T a distance of one hundred 
and seventy miles by lb® river. 

Tlie country which ibis portion of the Indus traverses is of the 
richest nature, particularly on the eastern bonk, where it is flooded 
by in numerable canals, generally cut in thuie parts of the river 
running east and west, that the water may l>e thrown south into 
the interior. On the right hank, about twenty-sis miles above 
Bukkur, a large navigable ranal railed the 14 Sinde," die work uf 
the emperor, conduct* a great body of water to Shikarpoor and 
Naushof&t and joins that of Lark Latin.

country, and known hj tha name of Ssndees, 

The town of Shikurpoor, which stands twtmiy-tmi miks from 
Bukkur, on the Indus, is by far the largest town in this tract, 
indeed in Shade, fur it exceeds in siw 1 the capital. Hyderabad- 
The country around it is very productive, but in the change of 
masters, from the Afghans to the Sint bans, its revenue? has ileteri- 
umteti Ut half a Inc of ru}wms annually. It still, however* carries 
on an L-xEeniivi inland trade, the greater portion of its merchants 
and people liejog Hindoos, anil haring agents in the surrounding 
muniries. Shikorpwr is surrounded fay a mud wall, and the gew 
Ycnior of ihe place holds a most important pewit* and wsih it the 
title of Xu with. The'town and district fell into the lumrLs of the 
Sindians about eight years ago, and it is tlu* only unsettled partem 
■f tlirir Country, the Afghan family, lowborn it belonged, making 
frequent attempts to recover iL The frontier tow n of Subaul on 
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the left brink «f the Indus. and twelve miles inland, it about mien 
fifth the ol ShikarpiHJr i >t remains a population nl fine thou¬ 
sand souls* and is also surrounded by a mud wall. There arc no 
ether places of note, M jUllo, fir, a* it is sometimes railed, Mittn □ 
Cote, hm not n population of fifteen hundred people* and its fort 
baa been ilemnlishefl, Il ia about a mile distant from the Indus, 
and must stand near the site uf one of Alexanders cities, as be 
caused one to be built in this neighbour hwd, to pruili La y she 
situation, 

ll will be observed Ln ieK in ihis part uf the mnrsc? of ike Indus 
imd elseubeitp that tin re are no tonus or places of nnv size in the 
immediate vicinity of die river; which is owing to die annual 
swell rendering it knpuisiblc in cultivate or raise a crop within its 
reach. This leads to the water* he rng conducted by f’aii.vla inland; 
and the immediate ncighbriurhfjml of Subzul Kme has Wen dus 
■cited on this acmnnK, ihe great tjuauhly of water forcing for itself 
a channel from this direr!ion, down ujhpii the Nnlla at Afore* 
The Indus is very triable in its rise in different years, and for 
these two bygone seasons has not attained its usual height* 

The people bordering on this pari of the Indus live also during 
the swell in bonne* eld-ated eight or ten feel from the ground* Eh« 
avtiiil ihe damp and uisi-ct* which it ocrasiona. Their btmgfdow* 
are very small and neatly roustrutted of reeds; looking like little 
cnltagia. and being enured by a Ladder. They are chiefly occu¬ 
pied hy the pastoral classes, who coiuinue on the banks' of the 
Indus with their herds as long u& the river will permit thtjm, 
HiTudjtus i non lion* that the Egyptians slept in turrets during the 
nsi‘ of the Nile, and his description may he laid to apply to the 
hanks of the Indus. 

The bonud rattle in Iw seen in this part of the Indus are ex¬ 
ceedingly numerous, Buffaloes are so plentiful a* to be only a 
fourth the value of those lower down the river, and the iwy best 
may be purchased fur ten reals each. Deer, hog*, and partridges 
ji liofiiJid on the hanks of the river,, and the water-fond about Buk- 
ktir ate numerous even in the dn p season ■; May)* 

1 have mentioned the districts lying westward of the Judin, and 
l be predatory habits of the inhabitants. The Bootfdres occupy 
all the plains north id Kbikolponr, to the bonier* of the Rrthootm 
country or Cutch fiundavo. They arc emigrant* foutn Kej unci 
M ukran, and are uf the Belooch family of Rind, They arc a fair 
and handsome race of men, mote like Afghans than. Beltitches; 
they do not wear the cost utue of Smde F but roll a cloth in folds 
loosely round iheir bmw** and aJJuw theft hair t» bang suspended 
in long trftwi, which givra them a saiage ap|sranLnce. They 
took the iiame of Himrdee from n non^l individual in the tribe, 
according to the Bdnocb rustona, for the f arioni tribe* arc nothing 
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more than, die descendants uf pcrsmia uf mite- The chief place 
uf the Bnordees k Ilnrec* hut they have no Ijitjjp i■• wn . The 
whole *'oolooaa, or tribe, is ruled m ten thousand fighling wiii 
luiiJ till their chief* were taken into the service of the Ainper« they 
wore constantly marauding: pot tv robberies arc yet cumniiUcd- 
Their Inn^nokirf is a corrupt Persian. 

Of the other tribes, the Jut locoes, M usurer*, Bougteg*, and 
Kulphurs, with mtuij others, do not differ from die BonrUf’e* hut 
in name- Thr Juttoour* are to lie found in JjuurdEiih- The 
Mocmrpifjp whose chief town is Ho^h t extend els for a* Detn 
Gharec Khali, but their |hiwcr is OoW broken, though they plun¬ 
dered in funner times die armies of (hdionl, Tin* KuEphnr* and 
Bougtees occupy ihc hilts called f inidnripe. which commence be- 
loiv the latitude of Mmiin, and run parallel with the Indnj. 

in a country whetc the names of tribes. are constantly under- 
gnin^sncli uitcfntiutij we are mu likely to meet withmuch success 
in our impirifi* after thu.*c left m by the Greek historians. From 
what An inn says, however, nf Alexander* movements helnw l he 
Punjab, it appears to me that in Bukkur, nr the uengh huar i ug 
tom of Alore, we have the rich nnd populous bin jrrh on uf Mimi- 
Camiii. for it must have been then? that the Greek ordered n fort 
in. be built* as the place was tsckmmudiunsly fitted fur bridling the 
" neighbouring naliiaiE." The A yam Acbaree inform* ns. tlmt 
Bulknr i.i the aneiriil. Ilrtiiitrom, hnl we are in recollect lloit we 
have not the tin ilie uf die cl if.tr i« L, hut nf its kjiii^H, ami the power 
and extent nf it* itmkint-* in the second ami seventh centuries 
[aa nieimunint in the Pcrijdus nnd Shah Norm] are good con¬ 
curring proofs of it* former wealth and iniluencxt, Mohammed 
hin Comm* n thousand you** after Alexander, here alio mbdued 
the Brahmins who revolted from the Mocedoviijlfii.

tribe does not exceed fifty thousand souls. They arc a fair oud 
I in ink j me race of people, but disfigured hy long bushy trri^s of 
hair which they allow to hang oyer their slioulilers- 

Bhswulpoor was a tributary^ to Cabool dtzs lung as that govern- 
Tiu'iiL lusted ; and llie thief bad the title of Nuwab, but was nearly 
isidt-penilem. The three last rulers have taken the name of 
Bliawul Kh.ii], from a saint of great repute in Monltnn. and the 
dfHii^nation of Nuwnb lias been (damped fur that of Khan, by 
whieti title he Is laxniliarly known to his subjec ts. The present 
Bhawul Khan is a Knit thirty years old, of a very mechanical turn 
of mind, and imw h beloved Ly hk people, giving great enruiimgc- 
Eii■ jl[ to irudi! [uul agriculture. lie surreeded about five years 
agn, to the prejudiee of Us elder brother, who iifiw hoick un office 
uEulrr him» but his power is firmly fixed, and be has a family of 
thrift BOtiL The form nf government k despotic* mid there is no 
chief of any great unjmrlnn^ in the country hut the Khan him - 
self; the style and formality of his court keeping even his own 
family at a humble and resjiecUlll distance. 

The mormfarttire* of HhawuIjHxtr emukt of tucittgees, which 
arr celebrated fur the fineness id lliolr tcitum. The weavers are 
Hindacif, a numt^rou* class in tlii* country, mi d who enjoy more 
toleration in their trade than in their religion. 

The merchants of rShawidp^ir dead extensively in g<HKk of 
Furojiean manufacture- which they receive from Callee in Mal- 
w.lL, by way of I h wanner and Vbe I>CH&en, and Send into the 
Douroller country, by the mute of MooElui and Sein, crossing 
tilt! Indus at K ■ l.i ree. This outlet for the ns nnufact tires cif Eu- 
i'[i|ie lias dmiimiliLid with the Jiujirc liv lei C'nlhhil ; and the supply 
at present, as in many other cmintrie#, often exceeds the demand* 
The H itidiN-s of Blmivulpuor, and indeed of nil this country, are 
a most enterprising race uf mm; they often travel to Bufkh and 
1 Eonhnt it, ami Borne Limes to Astraran, for purpisea of commerce ; 
they take the route cd Fc*i»wcr f Ctbwl and Bam ion, and cross' 
ing the DttiSj rit:liongc at fWhara the productions of India for

Their phjftricd powers, also, silt- 
pekis much lho*c of the natives of MindnotiLan ■ and from early life 
they are trained up in every manly exerciser that berowes a BohJicT.

Other wells have been sought by digging, without stu s eas, 

The muoud* are goals, piga. and fowls. Wet gave them (brer 
cwo-tbeap, a duck, drake, gpw, and gander. The trees are 
meiia-iJuLs, bread-fruit, banyan, and poplar- leaved hibiscus. 

It was with very great gratification that we observed the Chris¬ 
tian simplicity of dm natives. They appeared to have no guile. 
Their cottages wereopen to all* and oil. were n^tcome In tfmir Inml ; 
the pig, the fort I was killed and dressed instantly—die IhhLs were 
ready, each wm willing to shnw any and every port of the island ■ 
and P to any question put by myself nr M r, Watson, as to the chit- 
raster or cniulurl of any individuah tire answer was* ■+ If it could 
du any good to answer you. I would, but, as it canrnil, it is wrung 
U> teU tales- r They repe-stedlj informed mo that there were 
eighty nine souk on the island; but, after frequent counliug, we 
only reckoned seventy-nine. One quietly gave the Christian names 
of two ethers* but declined saying who the parents were, as 11 11 
would be wrong to toll my neighbours ibarue. 11 Befom they 
began a men ball joined bands in the altitude of prayer, with eyes 
raised to heaven, ami one rented a simple grace* grate ltd for I lie 
present bind* but Iwsmurhing spiritual nourishment, Fihuh an¬ 
swered, Amen : and, alL et a pause, the breakfast or tapper bcuTlU 
-—water or the milk of c-k-*M i-nuts was the only beverage At the 
cimrlu5suTi r another iTRice was offered up. Should any one omie 
during llie repast, jlII ceased to eat—the now guest said grace, m 
which cadi repented Aide in and then the meal continued. 

The children were fond anil obedient, the parenta affectionate 
and kind towards their children : we did not hear a harsh Word 
tttgtl bv one towards another. 

After the Miiglish were retired to rest, the natives assembled in 
a cottage, and the evening service was read by Mr. Watson, On 
ike UkU- al nightj all again assembled. The afteru^nu church 
lervice was jxrrfticnicd, and a lecture given by Mr. lYalsmi. 
TJu'y all i liihIl! the nespantca with regularity, and it was a xmisi 
sinking scene The place chosen was the bedroom of a double 
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cottage—that is. one of two Honrs; ihc ascent was by a broad 
ladder trtmi the lower mom, through n trap-doer,, Thu elcrgy- 
u if to stood between two I wills, md nt bis hack the only lamp was 
placed. On Ins rigbl in the bed, three infants were soundly 
■ Ice ping; on lii a left«three men sat at I be foot of the bed; on 
retch side and in front Were kneel ins the native men. some in the 
simple mam displaying their gigantic figures—other* partly cl ntln-d 
in irmubcrs nod joukef the neck and feel bare; lichiud wrro llio 
women la their modest doth dresses* entirely conefwdmg the form, 
leaiiug Lie bead and fed hare; the girls wure r in addition, a sheet 
knotted as a Roman senator 1 a logo, thrown uver the right should lt, 
ami under the left arm. When the general tunfcisinii commenced, 
each knell facing the clergyman, with hands raised to the breast 
in the Attitude of prayer, slowly and distinctly repealing the tim- 
kSiiiiPii. Knell wu nhsorhird in the solemnity of the service- The 
test was inosl happily chosen:—Fear mi, little timid for it is 
your Father* good pleasure lo give you the king*lorn. rh At the 
conclusion of the service, they requested permission to aing their 
porting hyiniir when all the Congregation, in good time, sang 
lf Dr purl ip pTictu” Their voices were all tenors and of the 
sutiu: key. 

The women are clothed in ibe paper-mulberry while chilli, 
extending in folds from the shoulder* u> Uie feet, and so Inoie as 
entirely’ to conceal the figure.

women who left Ol rib rile in the Bounty are alive; hot It childless, 
but well taken care of by the osherSr 

The whole island hu* been portioned amongst the original pro¬ 
prietors. ihcrefore a ihmgner cannot obtain leun! except by mar¬ 
riage or grant- EleTOi-tirel ftha aro uncultivated. Yet imputation 
increases so rapidly that, in another century', lb? island will Ik? 
fully peopled. 1 think ©nr thousand souls would be ita limit uf 
inhnbitantSi The island at present is cove ml with trees, ra 1 3 «i 
the bush, yrt only on© pn*l well baa been discovered. Trees 
attract rain, and when these are vr moved the shiiurcrs of ruin will 
not be so frequent* 

Since the death of John A dams r the patriarch, laws have Wii 
talafolia bed against murder, ifocfl, adultery, nnd removing n land- 
mark. The penalty to the Hm is death ; to the second, Lbrer-fold

T mil satisfied the island is capable of supporting nearly a than- 
saml persons: the soil is particularly g»>od. and wmt pari <*f it 
being as jet uncultivated* there is little fear of pcajcity. On 
their return from Otnhcile they found the Island overran with wild 
lings, by which their plantations were destroyed* and they had only 
just succeeded in hunting these dawn j hut even in their present

M 4*q u E 9 4 8.— Natthwah- —The only island we visited was Notl- 
licvaL I t is mountainous and rugged, with predpituu* side*; 
the i mm 11 La ms are high, and appear to bar tx*m iminicatiuD to the 
inhabitants^ sepurnk’d from each other by there high ritlge*. The 
whole lsL fU.iLL is of volcanic origin, and its soil is rich , in the val¬ 
ley* it is cloy iniJted with vegetable mould ; on the bills, it 
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is thin, growing n dobki’ gross. in tuft*:—this soil appears to be 
fomifi! from the nothin of tbr ulmoipberc upon the rm 

On the £7 lh March we anchured in Comptroller 1 * Buy, anil 
were much delighted witL the inngnifi,real richness of the scenery, 
a beautiful hnrliuur Jucing the south l lo the north, steep hills, 
with liiitluJntiiig tidgfcj, covered with thin verdure from the sum¬ 
mit to*the sea, Over the village. whirls i* not sivn from the 
ailuLloragCj. me Ci>fo21 TiUI trees and hrwlnmui; in the gullies and 
vales, the native* build their huts r under the shade of their line 
trees, which prow there in great luxuriance. 

Fifty-aix Tears hare p russet] since Captain Cook visited the 
Marquesas, and fifteen years have also passed since the Britun 
touch nd Ht Port Anna Maria Nouhevah; Captain Conk, nod 

riller Lisji, CnpUmi Pipou. speak m term* uf adtiniralinct rjf the 
figures of these islanders. I confess, however, that 1 was much 
disappointed: we anw* probably. four hundred men and about ns 
many women, the in habitants of Comptroller** noil Fdinonitane* 
Bays* and iif Purl Baker: the men, w ith few exceptions, were 
below five feet ten inches m height, and averaged about five feet 
six or sitren, with slant muscular amis and cheita, Irmg harks, 
short Ungh*> lung legs —the legs nut inusndar: the women, who 
swam on board, wens short, much in-kneed, walked awkwmUy, 
with long brick*, short thighs,—the majority under five feet two 
inches. The tallest man we saw measured slk feel and three- 
quarters of an inch.

Their hut* were parallelogram*, built on a platform uf large 
stones, mixed miu or two feet from the ground: they are of wood 
nr cane; the front, □ low upright wall four feet high, with a door 
in the centre; the apposite side f* ten feet high, nut upright, but 
leaning inwards. These walls auppori the ruof, which foil*, from 
the upper to the lower wall The gable-end* are upright; the 
roof thatched with the leave* «f the wrrw-^ine, pal in, IprCacl-fniit, 
and cane, iiiltnvoveii. Tin 1 inside* arc generally divided by a 
bi.anL lengthwavi: within this partition the sleeping-mats are 
apicad. and in one corner stand the household cups, trough*, &c.

Hip cinthmg of the men consisted »Wj of the mars, or wrust- 
clnth; thsirmtt were dressed in th* lapa, or jmper-mulberry 
chilli, a loniz: piece being knotted nfir the right ibmddcr, passjng 
tnidcr the left arm, and showing tha whole of the left Amt, pari of 
iLc bosom and neck, but concealing lie waist anil legs, Spidc 
of the more n’lifwl ware a piece of cloth on the haul, la contain 
the hair, ornamented with a bandeau of Dowers, All the torn 
wnr|l h ^ e |U in iheir ears ; and a few, wreaths of cock a feather*, 
l*?sides their arms, War-dubij and sponra. 

They appeared to be- very indolent, except when employed by 
US. nature providing most liberally for them without labour. 
During the dmv they"sal collected in gnrnp*, ciiliel iu their huts 
oj under the slmdow of trees , the women lying at length. In 
tins imuuier they pmacd the da)—sleeping frequently : as we 
were not on thorn during the nighl T T ™ say nothin# of wbut 
priced after sunset; yet thi* indolence h quite compatible with a 
waul ike people. They are proud of showing their wounds cither 
of muskfTt-ljiills or fn'nn other weapon*. Whilst jurocuiipanyjpig 
ns F it gave them great delight to show ns how they attacked, do- 
friided, or rrpptaed their enemies on ihe hills. 

During our stay our reception wan courteous and kind U* die 
IjjufI decrer. Th ey art- extremely hon^ij some times one hundred 
natives would lie on hoard m the eanu- time, on die upper* main* 
and lower decks, yet, in five days, we only deleted two iwuoces 
of theft tm board ami une on shore, in wb of wh trh the thief was 
unsuccessful, In die lat te r case they assisted tu ilimpUT ihe thief. 
In cnir excursions they carried many litlhi things for us, and re- 
turned ihcm safe, receiving any little reward. They are excellent 
rnirruL*.

The old men appeared to have been much bimnger than the 
present tneri Wild* exploring the hill*, the natives would squM 
twentt times in an hour to real. Might not this degeneracy arise 
from the ear I y and prutrisctimu intercourse of tbe^eies/ Cun- 
trotting these natives with the natives of Pitcairn i Island, how 
marked is Lhe difFcrtifle* io the result of a lirtuptu and modest life 
to that of a vicious anil immoral one 1 At Pitcairn h IsLfljuI the 
men Would twrrj down or up the i hfF a cask ccmlainin^ fourteen 
gallon* of writer, nr a wheel ham«w of equal weight: no weight 
appeared la he too great, and no labour m nn? them, fhe Pit¬ 
cairn women were also tidf wen^hajied, modest, m il T and 
retiring. 

Wo idjserveil marks of musket-halls on the bodies of several of 
the unlives : they were ahu extremely eager for gunpowder, am! at 
first refusal! to barter bags for anything tout gunpowder; but l was 
determined not la give them any. I offered dungaree. hatchets, 
kujve«> fish-hooks. in trtfln—they ejrpressifl by sums ill at lhe gun¬ 
powder woo to lighl the inhabitants of other islands. tout I did not 
consider rnyudf justified in putting w> dreadful an mFuminent into 
their power. The dny after oar arrival in Pori linker, whilst 
bust watering, a message was sent to me frum Lieut Pniilwm, 
who had charge of the watering party, ihni he observed dinidis- 
faetian among*! the nullves because gunpowder wra not given. 
By signs and wind* they uipressed that the wnurr wu theirs* and 
Ijegno to hinder the watering- Itmmdifttply the Ewneral *igna! of 
rrmSI was made, rind the unlives observed the empty wnter-ouik* 
rolling hnek tch die boats—the officers and men hasteni nm in them 
—the ttoiiicft and children toeing at the mien time driven from the 
1 reach : oti w hich somis uf the men fled—niheia remained, assum¬ 
ing an attitude «[ anger and dismay at the expcitAtn of some 
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dreadful ereol, ] then went to the beach wiib present of 
bnEchtdt* dungaree* a few uf my own sbirli, and knives, and sent 
a sergeant of marines Id sec if a chief wo* there : the clergyman 
joined mt-—wr were carried on shore; the instant they saw hip, 
nn elderly man ordered the people to sit down in a circle, three or 
(our deep* a side being left open to the beach, T distributed 
three hatchet* and two shirts, when they sent far the cliiafi who 
appeared in a lew minutes, looki ng rt^vc, angry, «sd disappntnliML 
I presented him with two hatchets anil a piece of dungaree; hut 
his cuunf cnarice not impFmug. I presented bun with n black silk 
liandkurrbiaJ’fc and polled off my imifimn jacket and put it on him. 
This gn*i- fiatLsfneliotc They told ine to Dime to water Lo- 
morrow— a ftlg ih.is given to me—and. on my return on board F a 
cunoe wris&ent with a present of plan tains, cocoa-nuts, and fttignx- 
one. The following morning, two more pigs and fruits Were 
sent, nod the chief came on board* accompanied by his father. 
After breakfast, he again pressed me to give gunpowder, ami 
ulferrd twenty pigi for a barrel Upm declining, he requested 
that a caitiiiade might be fired; in which. I objected, mid ins 
Dmcitcjiiiiu c became clouded. At nine ocluck, l went on shore, 
find ascended the hill which separates Purt linker from manlier 
bay. Oil my way 1 was received with great kindness—the wo¬ 
men courteous, and in the most winning man tier making very 
ldwrn.1 n fieri. 1 made ihem seven! Hide presents of ribbon* 
paper, &c. 

Li ht usual for merchant vessels to give muskets and gunpowder 
in Inner, Several musket* were thns seen; and I ascertained, 
beyond a doubt, dun the gunpowder was to be used against a 
neigh!muring trilw, j Hnrpais/ in the same island. 1 declined 
firing acamnifido* lest the effect pnid ured by the shot might in¬ 
duce tlit chief to ik'UiiiinI a gun and ammunition from the first 
merchant vessel tour Lung at ihL^ pevri. 

Mr Guthrie. the surgeon. iVum a mnrcTHitinn carried rm 
by signs and w ords ill nnderalodd* is uf opinion, that the island of 
Nouher&h is inhabited by five tribe* of TypciM and two of 
Harpius: that the Typeep nnd Hnrpais were al war. and were 
cannibals. 

J saw one double crnioe which measured twenty of my steps, 
and was capable of Carrying silty men. At one end were two 
skulk and two war'dubs; and some shells were fastened to the 
canoe- A man sat guarding it 

We saw no temple or place n£ worship, nor any signs of relb 
gions worship, Wc had bo interpreter, therefore ail *ur informa¬ 
tion was obtained by signs or word* HI understood ; yet E be¬ 
lieve dial the information here conEmm-d is correct.

I'he.Hr laws have, in imie mtfu- 
iisre, outrun the knowledge of the Otahc-iinns, but iliev are daily 
becoming belter informed, and appear to be well pkawd with 
them. No law exists restraining lb* power of the king over the 
land; a few years must pass before any hw on ibis aubprt nm 
\yr rm'ivctl, as the people are not ripe lor it; but unlit ■ hw 
passes pving a tide to laud in the projjeT owner, no groat step 
can lie made in eatumerce.

These islands could produce anything that will grow widiin the 
tropics, hut until a chnngp takes place in the habits anil dupoot- 
tions of the people, no trade nm thrive. The mksiininries have 
planted cotton, and the produce is of the first quality, but they 
could mil command labour. The indolence ul the natives was such- 
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and tlify demanded a price §o etioraums fur ihtnx work* that the 
culture was abandoned. The Mime obnermtinn applies to indigu h 
I'iiIkiem.'u. ikiid like Biignr-ittniT| bill w^ith a tobtmm-roi>tf!i] herba¬ 
ceous plane which they call arrow *nnn, and wliiL'h gL'iiWe tvitliuul 
enhivaUQn, they iieim industry ms.

Tlwse they wash, msp, and dry in the sun, and miry litem in die 
purchaser for sale.

The island of Otobdte possesses shout three hundred head of 
horned cattle of various ages, the missionaries . possessing the 
greater peoportlufi, though a few chiefs are beginning m have 
breeds, and the stock will soon lie in many hands. The cattle were 
imported by the missionarie* from New South Wales, and are of 
a particularly fine sort, very fat r and well flavoured, weighing from

Goals thrive well, are numerous* anil would Imj more **>> were 
they not destroyed by the dogs.

destroyed by dogs; the feed also is loo gru&s ; a shurt bite is imt 
to be met w r ilh p the island being understocked. 

Pigs thrive, living almost wild on Lhe guavas, oho*- nuts, and 
swset potda They grow exceedingly large and good. 

The churchy with one exception, and the houses of the mis- 
■tninaries, are built of wnmd-sii frames, filled with wattled hibisrus, 
anrl covered with a compost of sea-sand and liine T which again is 
whitewashed. The doors arc plain framed, amt the windows are 
framed with hUiuLk but few hnvc glu** sashes. The usual diape of 
the churches Lb a long crral, the naif of thatch P mpjxirted by two- 
upright posts of the bread-fruit tree, placed near the estremitieH of 
the offish on which rests a ridge pole, one end of the rafters resting 
on the wall, the other against the rhlgc pole ; they are smooth, while, 
and when new have a very neat appearance. On the floor of bread- 
fruit plank are arranged seats of the aiullc shape and size as are 
usual in country churches in England ; some few have cds*> a gal¬ 
lery at each end. The service is performed with great order ami 
reverence, and the singing is in correct time; but the key is str 
high as to make it luirsh and unpleasant to Englishmen*

bchi the people arc not ripe for this great change, nrai it would be 
cruel to attempt it. They are not fit m go alone ; they would not 
at prearm rcspLct a native teacher; neither would they maintain 
a native hi the same manner aa Limy build for and feed the British 
miirionjiry : nor would it be we!! to attempt it until the preroga¬ 
tives of tlse chief*, and the rights of the people, a* to prujK?rly 
and pemuQp are well established h and acknowledged by written 
Laws, 

A strange anomaly exists in the history of Otflheit» ± which at 
first surprises and perplexes the itnutger, and induce* laim 1 l» 
draw onfstmimble mnarnkm inspecting the missionaries; but. on 
inquiry anti further inletcoturfo* this is found to arise from habits 
and drrumstiinccs over which the miaakmaries have no control.

bulked* were brought to them, in irony, to heal; but they per¬ 
severed. When their European clothes were worn out, barefooted 
mid bar^hcndcd : , clothed in the tap pa, they crossed rivers, jK ne- 
trated valleys- ami descended mountains, to preach Christ eruri- 
fled; yet, for nineteen years, ihcir labours appeared to be m vain, 
la the twentieth year, however*some persona of influence listened* 
and d e c ima l their belief. Wan existed, and the effects were 
severely felt* until it was observed that the Christians did not 
pursue In tli-nlh the wives ami children of the conquered, as others 
did. After several defeats. Poimtm, a powerful chief, embraced 
Chriirianilyj and, with him r the whole i si am I, in obedience to Ills 
will, adopted the Christian religion. It was only, however, a state- 
conwraion, not understood, therefore not sincere. The idols 
wen- burnt, ami the inorais destroyed ami | ml luted - yet, though 
jwgujnam disappeared, Christianity was not felt. For a few years 
they were outwardly doocimus; the distillation of spirits erased« 
and honesty was vUlble—for property might he left mi the shore 
iind would not In'- touched* unless to Tenure nt.

In mir boat <?*cttniuiL*+ an only one .instance did ] 
ever see a native touch no oar, although the boat's crew had rowed 
for a considerable time, In a U'biili'-lMiiit, solely manned bv 
unlives, this indolence prevailed. although ncciuumally they would 
row witli great vigour ; of five oars, three were ooivmiosd j ai rest 
fur Some trifling rrason. 

The men dress partly in European cluthes, but more frequently 
in tapns, of a square shape, with a slit in the centre, through 
which ihe head passes ; the ninth hangs loose before and behind, 
aud under it is a waist-gmlln of many folds* passing round the 
loin#;, with .1 short petticoat before and behind, dropping to the 
kntts. The women dress on i^ala days in a calico shift, L-lo&ely 
bullmied to the neck, entirely concealing the figure : with a while 
straw bonnet, edged with red riband. Tin* week-d&y dress is the 
s-ime T but of native dftih* Tbc men srajvh for and dress the 
food* which consists of cocoa-nm, Lara, bread-fruit, plantain,, ami 
ami a-OKIE The women mniic the cloth. 

It a la In? regTettrfl dmi their huts are placed in law, damp 
ijjola ; bttt datum induces them tit live in the centre of their lamb 
nenr the sea. *lbe luisumnarit* tried to have their bouses built 
on mi nseriit. but found the servants would ml siny, as they would 
not go any diitmirc for water, and would be near their l'rjc?nds ; so 
they were eomjM?Sle?t to return to the flat.

A town implies order in budding* 
with a street m road through its centre; hut here the houses are 
tcditarctl in every dim:[am, n it Lout a road fir street passing near 
to them ; nuLhiitg hui a path* which Is either wet or dry. according 
la the weather. 1 hey have do wheelbarrows, cart* or Lit her 
vehicles, on which to carry hurthe uu —nor will thrv adopt them ^ 
hence the ihfhi uliV ul buildmg stone Lus-tisci, and Li-tire also tlie 
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untnf public highways beyond theffidih of four feet, which slop 
at u brook or diverge, a± auiu couvcnienccr

the lamb given to him by the chief. The chief ran and frequently 
ill 'cs displace ibr jK'asjuili; claiming also an arbitrary prtiflU of 
the produce of the soiL m? of ibe pigs. 1 here are no tasc^, bill 
the chief semis for that portion of. ibe viimt i pigs nr yams which 
be desire. The same occurs also lit Tnpn. 

The kings and chiefs rese rve a portim of hmd for their own 
Uie> for raising vegetables, Land Hsuufl to be acquired by right 
< jconqucttir consequently can Ur lost by the same means J wi- 
l'On-li-Mu* bad lost bis bun] in war ; and Tovoufa, a chief re- 
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tiding at Tnbain, was 4ici iiifcriuT ehief, who by Lis skill in war 
hnif firqinrril Tahiiirn and in neb IftJlfl He was more dread id 
llinn aii} other chief. How litis, transfer agrees with the vn&idagc 
to Touelotiga I do nut know. 

Tin 1 populikiiuo of Tung* was slnted lo mq to be twelve tlwu- 
s,iml. having lieeii much diminished by wars, which were rcpro- 
wnud as very frequent j although neither Brown. at \ aviu,i T nor 
Rend* at Muon, Lcul ever ambled, They are ranuibnltf, ruling 
their encmir-i: Rend remembered several pemni) taken ui battle 
lo Lave been eaten. 

The island is in a grrat measure culdv&udj and the adtivaLuu 
will inemnae ag the demand for the supply of shipping increases. 
Yd iuy officers saw many tracts in Tonga, and more in Vnvan. 
that were waste. The soil in these islands is superior to the soil 
of the Sorietv isloikls ; hut Tonga is so tint that no birdVeye view 
can be taken of it ; and the view is everywhere very much confined* 
as the tree* are numerous and thick. The trees at Tofigw are riot 
so fine its at Yamo, because the soil rests directly on the Coral 
rock, and is not su deep; the yam, plantain, liana rut. tarn, nod 
sugar-cnno, of grunt vzr and ckhnes*, used only for eating, are 
c-nUiyntud, as is the Lun; the shaddock is not much esis'emetL 
Coco^ixui milk is the chief drink* as the wells are merely tide 
wells* which increase and dim ini sis with the rise mid fall. Thu 
water is brackish. and is rarely used by the natives, except fur kata 
or bruiting. 

The women appear Id he happy and respected ; their duties are 
the on re of the children and the manufacture of tapa and dresses. 
When ! visited the lints in the morning, 1 usually found the 
toother silling in the middle of her clean hut, surrmuidid hy her 
children, occupied with die mpa, I found several converts em¬ 
ployed in Copying histories from the Bible, or hymns. They acquire 
the knew led go iit willing and reading with great facility: their 
OHttimicd leisure gives much opportunity fi>r those lu-quirenicms. 

In our tcjiir through them island* we had groat reason tu admire 
tho general accttracy of Captain Coup khis dctsi ripiioii of the 
bouses, (rum, nmiincvs of the i Jnpnis. &e. t is comet to the pre* 
scat dny- His spvShng of iiivms-s ami words is frequently wrong! 
but tliis emir has hem ascertained by the longer residence! of 
English in these islands. I am of opinion that the Fccnon of 
J77£ dissuaded Captain Conk from visiting Vatim, solely to keep 
linn ignorant of its sirnerturily o#er the other island*, Mariner's 
ilcscriptiun of a hnva least ii exact; so an? lug descriptions of the 
fortresses 4 it Xicatuhnt rutil I'cIIhIiul [ could ruhl mor^, hut the 
neemmi would be a 1 vj^tiiiiui of Captain Cooks ohserv;uii>iis. 

1 can say nothing id their religion, as l made uu inquiry about 
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iheir religious opinions. The mbBioiinri^s, Messrs. Turner ami 
Cross, WieskyiuiSp redded nl Niculofaa, in liuu*f?» built by order 
of Touboqtim, the king- A new rhnpel was building fur them in 
the most derated spot in the island, in llie l&lu fortress of Niro- 
lofan; if while-w ashed. it will Ik? an excellent scn-inirlL They 
are hard-working, industrious leaebefs, noil of good private eLaracv 
ivrs; fjm nre ignorant of their own language. Their congreizatiutr 
consists of about three hundred persons, and is said in in? slowly 
They do not interfere in any questions amongst the 
native*, bui confine theitwhcs to their religious duties. They 
are m«t traders. 1 cntlf£uuud them against proposing laws to the 
□alive*. 

Ronds extended from one end of the island to the other, and 
ifnre in general good; about five feet wide. 

We heard of ten bwllocki T but did not see thorn ; one wv& killed 
tv hi Ur we were there, a oil wo received a quarter. which was cicd- 
lenL thgs and poultry were t- ■ us abundant, not set to the unlives 
The thief* enjoy meat or pmhry daily, but the peasant only tastes 
it on feast tlnys. 

There is no trade: ike sugar -rune and arrow-n^'i nre grown 
solely for duineitic use.

The men are tattooed from the hips to the knees, in front and

The island of Mailognsavr, 
and the shore* of Arabia, ft consisted of the Lovett, ship- sloop* 
of ffifl guns, commanded by Captain W. F + W. Owen ; and I ho 
Bnrrartium, 10-gun brig, Commander William Culfield. Whilst 
ficiingp experiments were made on the flight of jorkeb, as a 
method uf ascertaining the difference of longitude between two 
places.

yijI i ivas to obtain eIj rcctirjns from the govemrumi to the Form* 
ffttilte African rrilcunm, u> afford the ospodhiDn every ai«stance;

Lions, tigers, 
Hep hunts, buffaloes, and dner, are common: ostriches are un¬ 
known, but alligator* abound In the river Quill mane ia llie 
jjtratesf marl for slaves an the coast; they arc purchased with 
dungaree, cloths, arms, gunpowder, brass mud pewter, coloured 
bead*, cutlery, &c. Pol ygn mv is universal, as is the practice 
of tattooing, each tribe lmviiiir its diuUnsroishing mark—large 
gashes are cut, and the flesh made to protrude from the wound 
by constant pinching. 

The men on? of the midille siae, ill-formed, with broad hips, 
lint nos**, woolly hair, and thick lips; the hair ia shaved in a 
variety uf ways ; ji small piece uf coarse cloth, just suffiviem to 
rover theer nMRHloeii, constilutes the clothing uf all, except the 
chiefs, who wear a sort uf mantle thrown over the shoulders.

There is not a more perfect harbour in ihc world than Mombu, 
with good anchorage* well sheltered, shore iteepto serving as 
wharfs, and a rise and fall of twelve to fourteen feel. The -city i* 
built oil -in Ubtrul three miles long and two broad, surrounded by 
elilTs of madrepore which might be rendered impregnable. El lias 
great com me trial facilities, and ii occupied .is a mils tiny station 
would bn very serviceable in promoting the civilization of central 
Africa.

the w Lole subject of the Elymmj is one of great difficulty; and, 
in arguing upon tb& authority of ancient writers, we should not 
forget that their obscurity and contradictions may be taken as 
an index of the confusion already existing in their time as u> the 
primary seat, the migmtionSj and the whole history of the iiinnt 1 ' 
rotas tribes of ancient Media and Persia. 

We have not hern able to learn whether the water of the Kcrah 
possesses those excellent stomachic qualities attributed to the 
nncienl Ctuwspn and the modem river of Shuster.

shipped on board reuels and sent lo Burn bay, a voyage of six nr 
eight hundred miles; taking sometimes forty to fifty days. Surh, 
owing to the inseeurity of property and person, is the state of the 
only port of construction under the presidency of Madras* and 
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the oidy plnce uf shelter, escept Bombay, tbronghnut the whole 
extent of the western coast. 

The advantages possessed by Ccwdiill, us a place nf trade* ofn 
nnt less great, and are rendered a* barren and abnrlhcu Si*ty 
w?ars ago, in iIjus lime of StararifJb*, and in ike hands of tin? 
Dutch, it was what Bombay is. tie emporium of the western 
cuast. Why it baa ceaaed to be bo, it is not difhcull to discover. 

[Mr, Brown here details the disadvantage*, almost entirely 
owing to fiscal regulations, Under which I tie navigation r*f the 
Backwater now labours. with the effects of these on ihe prosperity 
of the adjoining countries. He cunehsilej os follows,]

that is required to give valise and activity to exchange; where die 
indigo plant flourishes spontaneciusly, and where the growth of 
the sugar-cane, of coffee* of the clove, nutmeg, and pimento, and,, 
losdy« of raw silk, has ceased \*> he inattifr nf doubt. And yet, 
w ith all these undoubted pruofs of natural wealth and great capa¬ 
bilities, these Countries arc admitted to lie neither prosperous, con- 
nnr happy. 

It Is my (inn belief, however* that the nitielturatiiiii hi£ their con¬ 
dition is neither diUcult, doubtful t nor CC^llj; the raising of 
Cuchiu* (rum its present abject state to the rank of a principal 
port in southern India would bo one important point- but thii 
part of the subject is foreign Eo the present purpose.
